Among the Mountains of Tennessee— 
A Fine Chicken Farm, Etc. 


Sycamore Grove, Tenn., Angust 28.— 
I’m living high and traveling on free tickets. 
THe ConstittTion said I should travel 
and see the world and hence the high 
living. You ought tosee me. I’m rigged up 


fine, mighty fine for me, and you ought to see : 
the old ’cman, Mrs. Felton never stepped auy 


prouder in her life, and I ’’speck she’ll drap er 
few lines on the trip. 

THE CONSTITUTION mapped out our trip and 
filled my pockets with tickets, but I didn’t 
keep the tickets in my pocket, and there is 
where we have had er little trouble on the 
first start out. We had heard so much dur- 
ance our lives erbout travelers’ pockets being 
picked, till nothing would do the old ‘oman 
but what she must take our money and tickets 
in charge. She took ’em and put ’em in a 
little belt concern that she made before we 
left home and when we riz from bed on the 
morning we started the belt with our valuables 
in it was erbout the first thing she put on, and 
it caused us trouble, but all travelers have to 
learn and all is well that ends well.

They make 
lots of money outen these chickens, more than 
we do outen our cotton, and its strange to me 
that more people in Georgia don’t go into the 
business. As wo left this farm and went over 
the mountain we mot er crowd of fellows with 
a drove of turkeys, hogs and cattle, all mixed. 
They were making their way to the railroad, 
and the turkeys drove just as well, if not 
better, than the hogs or cattle. From the 
coye of these mountains it scems to be the 
greatest trouble to get things to market, 
hence, they raise turkeys, hogs and cattle, so 
tha: they can drive them out. These people 
claim that they should be allowed to disti)] 
their corn on account of the drawback in get- 
ting bulky things to market, and I agree with 
"em, for a team that could carry four barrels 
of pure corn whisky through these mountains 
couldn't carry mor’n twelve bushels of corn, 
and the sale would all be expended on the 
trip, it would be simple justice to take the 
revenue offen these mountain folks, and it 
wopid give to the country a far better quality 
of whisky.

the plan for an immense air ship, which he 
proposes to construct, and is now raising or 
trying to raise a syndicate to take hold of the 
enterprise. The shipis designed as a means 
of communication between this country and 
Zurope. He also claims to be the discoverer 
of anew force which he calls anthesis, and 
which, he declares, assures! the success of his 
ship. The ship as planned resembles more 
than any thing else a monster barrel, laid on 
its side, with all its staves running to a point 
at one end, and with immense spread er wings 
on the sides. Itis designed to be constructed 
solely of steel, with a length of 147 feet anda 


breadth of beam of 27 feet. The wings, each 
of which is to be 75 feet long and 27 broad, are 
movably attached to the sides of the vessel 
and extend inward, where they are adjusted 
to a steam-driven engine of peculiar pattern 
in such a way as tocontrol sustentation, ascent 
and descent. At the sternare the rudder 
and the improved propeller, which is revolved 
by steam. There are three decks outlined, 
all of which are closed in with large windows. 
The lower one contains apartments for the 
machinery, engines, boilers, fuel, water, prov- 
isions, kitchens, freight, and quarters for the 
crew. The middle oneis fitted with saloons 
and staterooms for the passengers,and also has 
an outside promenade extending around the 
ship except forward, - where protuberances 
would offer great resistance to the air pressure 
due to the speed of the flight. The upper 
deck contains the steering machinery, chart- 
room, and ofticers’ staterooms. The longitud- 
inal sides of the bottom of the ship are rounded 
so as to insure a most easy position and sup- 
port foriton land. The weight of the ship, 
machinery, and equipments is estimated at 800 
tons, and her net tonnage at 1,000 tons. With 
her full complement of 300 passengers, mail, 
and freight she would represent a dead weight 
of 1,800tons. This great load, 3,600,000 pounds, 
Mr. Loeber has the hardihood to say can be 
floated upon the air more easily than a like 
weight is carried upon the water. <Anthesis, 
the new force, will enable him to do this.

WHERE HE I8 AWAY FROM CARE 
AND TOIL. 


The Philosopher Talks About Matters in 
General—The] Luxury of Solitude, 
Where Nothing Bothers a Person. 


I don’t want a lodge in some vast wilder- 
ness as the tired poet did, butitis good fora 
man to get away from town and society orte 
inawhile. Getaway from newspapers and 
politics and business and towntalk. Get away 
to some secluded, attractive spot and rest. A 
man can read the newspapers until he gets 
drawn inand absorbed in politics and gets 
excited and becomes an offensive partisan and 
gets to abusing folks, and like Carlyle ex- 


claims: 

“England has a population of thirty mill- 
jons—miostly fools.’”’ He cails to mind the 
old, time-honored maxim, “‘Vox populi vox 
Dei,’ and mutters his disgust by changing it 
from Dei to diaboli and lunatici and other 
hard words. When he gets to that state of 
mind he had better quit the turbulent haunts 
of men for a few days and commune with 
nature and nature’s God. The more politics, 
the less work. Look round the town and 
see who are the principal fomentors 
of political excitement. They are the 
gentlemen of leisure, the gentlefhen who 
have nothing else to do. Some of them are the 
genteel vagabonds of society who never do a 
lick of work, but are supported by their kin. 
Of course, we have to have some of 
that sort to make up society, but I could never 
see why. The man who has to work all day 
haseut much time or inclination for politics, and 
I have noticed that the best farmers are the most 
lukewarm alliancemen. Whena man works 
hard all day he is too tired to run about or ride 
three or four miles at night to attend a meet- 
ing. I know some farmers who haye quit 
their farms pretty much and keep on the war- 
path-hunting office, and I do hope they will 
get it, for their diligence deserves success. 
The trouble, though, is that offices are scarce 
and the wanters are many, and so that gets 
up strife and contentions. These disturb- 
ancos agitate the body politic for a while, 
but in. due time they will subside and every- 
thing be calm and serene. 

I was rmininating about this while reclining 
‘“‘sub tegmine fagi,’’ which is nearly all the 
Latin Eremember. Our tentis pitched right 
at the foot ofa mountain, and within ten feet 
of acrystal spring that gushes from its base. 
Laurel bushes and ivy and mountain ferns 
adorn the rocky sides just over the spring, and 
a grassy glade spreads out below it and 
follows the little stream to the river. 
Right in front of us looms up 
a higher and darker and steeper 
mountain that shuts us in from sunlight for 
half the morning. Itis covered close with 
pines and fir trees, except where an occasional 
cliff shows its barren wall and invites you to 
the top of its dizzy precipice. This mountain 
seeins awful near, but between us and its base 
flows the wide, foaming current of the Etowah, 
dashing and sparkling over the shoals, moan- 
ing and complaining its way with unremitting 
gcund, and seeming to sing the poet’s song— 

Men may come and men may go, 


But I go on forever. 
Does the water never get tired? The little 


‘stream that starts from Lake Itasca has 4,000 


miles to go before it reaches the gulf, and it 
takes a year to make the long journey—a year 
by day and by night. and then finds no rest,for 
its waters are mingled with the restless sea 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt and are 
ever moaning to the shore. 

It is a peaceful luxury to recline in a camp 
chair und survey the majesty of nature and 
listen to her song. Upthe stream and down 
andin the coves that seperate these lofty 
mountains, arethe ruins of aonce happy and 
prosperous settlement. The immense furnace 
stack breathes fire no more. The 
long high walls of machine shops 
and foundries and flour mills are 
still standing—standing in their stony strength 
without floors, or roofs, or timbers. Pines and 
sycamores and blackberries have grown up in- 
side and outside, and wild vines have covered 
thegvalis, until in many places the ruins show 
nothing but the huge doors and long lines of 
open windows, 

The shadows of evening bring over the 
acene a wiid, weird look of deso'ation that

THE NEW CONSTITUTION 


UNDER WHICH THE REPUBLIC OF 
BRAZIL WILL EXIST. 


The First Translation of That Important 
Document Which Has Been Pub- 
lished in America. 


[Translated for The Constitution by J. M. Gaston.] 


The constitution of the United States of Bra- 
vil has been said to be modeled after the con- 
stitution of the United Statesof America. But 
this is the only idea the American papers that 
I have seen have given, except that their term 
of years for the lower house—or chamber—of 
congress is three instead of our two, and their 
term for the senate is nine years instead of our 


six. 

The Brazilian constitution provides for no 
consecutive term of the presidency whose 
term is six years. It also _ pro- 
vides against the vice president’s 
running for the presidency while in office, 

The Braziiian constitution provides against

The following is from the Diario de Noticias 
of June 23d, under the heading, ‘Alea Jacta 
Est’’: 

Yesterday at 5 p. m. the constitution of the 
Brazilian republic was signed, whose otlicial text 
we publish below. 

In spite of the simplicity of the act of signature, 
it could not but be solemn and impressing, as it 
was. 

There were already in the palace of the govern- 
ment Messrs. Campos Salles, Glicerio, Wandel- 
kolk and Cesario Alvim, in company with the 
chief of state, when Mr. Ruy  Barboza, 
who carried the authograph, arrived at 5:15 
o'clock. 

A little afterwards Messrs. Floriano Peixoto, 
Quintino Bocayuva and Benjamin Constant ar- 
Fived, going to the hall of the sessions. 

The decree which peapenee the constitution has 
the No. 510. The gold pen offered by the minister 
to the marshal was delivered to this one for the 
Signing of the constitution by the boy, Mario 
Hermes, son of the general secretary of the gov- 
ernment, Dr. Fonseca Hermes. 

After the signing of the decree, the general- 
issimo had a request to ask of his ministers, di- 
recting himself especially to Dr. Ruy Barboza, 
and it was that of continuing always to accom- 
wed him in the government, whatever might be 

sacrifices that this might cost them. 

There followed the dinner offered by the gen- 
eralissiino to his ministry, taking place at the 
table; besides these persons, the family of the 
chief of state, his general and military secretary, 
and the secretary of the secretary of the navy.

Here is a translation of the principal part. 

FEDERAL ORGANIZATION, 

Article 1. The brazilian nation, adopting as a form 
of government the federative republic, proclaimed 
by the decree No. 1 of the 15th ol November, 1889, 
constitutes itself by a perpetual and indissoluble 
union between its former provinces, into the 
United States of Brazil. 

Art. 2, Each one of the former provinces shal 
form a state, and the former neutral municipality 
shail constitute the federal district, continuing to 
be the capital of the union, until congress does 
not deliberate otherwise. 

If congress resolyes upon a change of capital, 
the territory being chosen for this purpose with 
the consent of the state or states from which it 
shall have dismembered, the actual 
federal district shall pass de per si into consti- 
tuting a state. 

Art, 3. The states may incorporate themselves 
together, subdivide themselves, or dismember 
themselves, in order toannex themselves to others, 
or to form new states, with the acquiescence of the 
respective Jocal legislatures, in two successive 
years, and the approval of the national congress. 

Art, 4. It belongs to each state to provide, at its 
Own expense, the necessities of its 
sige and administration, the union 

eing able to subsidize it only in exceptional 
cases of public calamity. 

Art. 5. The federal government cannot inter- 
fere in the private business of the state, except: 

1. Torepel foreign invasion, or from one state 
into another. 

2. To maintain the federative republic. 

- 3. To re-establish order and tranquillity in the 
states, at the request of the local authorities. 

To secure the execution of the laws of con- 
gress, and the execution of federal sentences. 

Art. 6. Itis the exclusive right of the union to 
decree :

Art. 9. The states are forbidden to lay tribute 
in any way, or to embarrass with any difficuity or 
grievance, reguiative or admistrative in its na- 
ture, the acts, institutions or services established 
by the government of the union.

1. To create imposts of transits through the 
territory of one state, or in passage from one to 
the other, upon the products of the other states of 
the republic, or foreign ones, and also upon 
vehicles, both by land and water, which may 
transport them. 

2. To establish, support or embarrass the exer- 
cise of religious worship. 

3. To prescribe retroactive laws. 

Art. 11. In the subjects which belong concur- 
rently to the government of the union, and to the 

rovernments of the states, the exercise of author- 

ity by the first requires the action of the second, 
and annuls from them onward the laws and disposi- 
tions which had emanated therefrom. 

Art. 12. Besides the sources of revenue discrim- 
inated in articles 6 and 8, it is lawful for the 
union, as wellas for the states, cumulatively or 
not, to create others, whatever they may be, not 
contravening the disposition in articles 7,9 and 10, 
section 1. 

Art. 13. The right of the union and of the states 
to legislate upon railroads and navigation in the 
interior shall be regulated by law by the national 
congress. 

Art. 14. The forces of land and water are perma- 
nent national institutions, destined for the de- 
fense of the country without, and for the mainte- 
nance of the laws within. 

Within the limits of the law the army is essen- 
tially obedient toits hierarchical superiors, and 
obliged to sustain constitutional institutions. 

Art. 15. The legislative, executive and judiciary 
powers, harmonious and independent among 
themselves, are organs of national sovereignty. 

Of Legislative Power. 
CHAPTER I—GENERAL DISPOSITIONS. 


Article 16. The legislative power is exercised by 
the national congress, with the sanction of the 
president of the republic. 

Section 1. The national congress is composed of 
two branches—the chamber and the senate. 

Sec. 2. The election fur senators and deputies to 
the chamber shall take place simultaneously in 
the whole country. 

Sec. 3. No one may be, at the same lime, deputy 
and senator. 

Art. 17. Congress shall assemble in the federal 
capital on the 3d day of May of each year, inde- 
pendently of convocation, and shall remain in 
session for four months from the date of its vpen- 
ing, having the power to be prorogued, or to be 
called together under extraordinary‘ ¢ircum- 
stances. 

Section 1. Each legislature shall last three years. 

Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy, made in congress, 
the authorities of the respective state shall have a 
new election to proceed immediately. 

Art. 18. The chamber and the senate shall work 
separately, acting in public sessions, when the 
contrary is not resolved upon by the majority of 
the votes present, and only deliberating when an 
absolute majority of its members is present in 
each one of the houses. 

Section 1. The regulations of the two house 
shall establish means to compel the absent mem- 
bers to eo 

Sec. 2. Each house shall verify and recognize the 
powers of its members. 

Art. 19. Each house shall elect its table, organ- 
ize its internal rules, passing disciplinary penal- 
ties, including that of excluding temporarily its 
respective members. It shall nominate the em- 
ployers of ite secretaryship, and shall regulate the 
service of its internal policy. ‘ 

Art. 20. The deputies and senators are inviola- 
ble for their opinions, words and votes, in the 
exercise of their office. 

Art. 21. The deputies and senators must not be 
arrested or criminally prosecuted without pre- 
vious permission from their house, except in’ 
flagranti delicto. In this case the process is car- 
ried as far as an absolute verdict ; the prosecuting 
authority shall serve the papers upon the respec- 
tive house, which must reso!lve upon the source of 
the accusation, if the accused should not prefe 
immediate judgment. 

Art. 22. The members of the two houses, upon 
taking their seats, shall take a formal promise, in 
public session, to perform their duties well. 

During the sessions, the senators and 
deputies shallearn a pecuniary subsidy, besides 
the help to any | expenses, fixed by con , at 
the end of each legislature for the fotiowlar tne;

For this purpose the federal government, within 
three years of the inauguration of the first congress, 
8hall have a new censusof the population of the re- 
public taken, which census ‘shall recur every ten 
years. 

Art. 28. The initiative in all laws- of imposts, 
the fixation of land and water forces, the discus- 
Sion of projects offered by the executive power, 
and the declaration of the proceeding or non-pro- 
ceeding of accusation against the president of the 
republic, in the ternis of article 51, belong to the 
chaniber. 

CHAPTER III—THE SENATE. 

The senate is composed of citizens eligible 
within the terms of article 24, selected by the leg- 
islatures of the states, in the number of three 
senators for each one, with a plurality of votes. 

The senators of the federal district shall be 
elected by the form instituted for the election of 
the president of the republic. 

Art. 30. The term of a senator shall last for nine 
years, the senate renewing itself every three years. 

Section 1. In the first year of the first legisla- 
ture, in the preparatory work, the senate shall 
discriminate the first and second thirds of its 
members, whose terin shall cease at the end of the 
first and second three years. 

Sec. 2. This discrimination shall take place in 
three lists, corresponding to three-thirds, the 
senators fromieacn state,and fromthe federal 
district being graduated in the order of their re- 
spective vote in such a way as to distribute to the 
third of the last three years the first vote inthe 
federal district, and in each one of the states, and 
to the second two-thirds the othertwo namesin 
the seale of the suffrages obtained. 

Sec. 3. In case of a tie, the oldest shall be con- 
sidered as the favored ones, deciding by lot when 
the age is the same. 

Sec. 4. The term of a senator elected instead of 
another shall last the time remaining to the 
one substituted. 

Art. 31. The vice president of the republic shall 
be ipso facto the president of the senate, where he 


shail have only the vote of quality, and shall be“ 
substituted in his absence and hindrance by the; 


vice president of the senate. 

Art. 32. It is the business of the senate only to 
judge the president of the republic and the other 
federal functionaries designed by the constitution, 
within the terms and by the forms therein pre- 
scribed. 

Section 1. The senate, when it shall deliberate as 
a tribunal of justice, shall be presided over by the 
president of the supreme federal tribunal. 

Sec. 2. A condemnatory sentence shall not be 
prescribed except by two-thirds of the members 
present. 

Sec. 3. No other penalties can be imposed ex- 
cept the loss of office and the incapacity of exer- 
cising any other, without prejudgment of the 
action of ordinary justice against the condemned.

CHAPTER V—LAWS AND RESOLUTIONS, 

Art. 35. Barring the exceptions of article 27, all 
the projects of law may have their origin without 
distinction eitherin the chamber or the senate, 
with the initiative of any member or with the proep- 
Osition in a message of the executive power. 
“Art. 36. The project of law, having been adopted 
by one of the houses, shail be submitted to the 
other, and this one, if it should approve it, shall 
submit it tothe executive power, who, having 
acquiesced, shall sanction and promulgate it. 

Section 1. If, however, the president of the re- 
public shall judge it unconstitutional, or contrary 
to the interests of the nation, he shall op it 
with his veto within ten week days from he dew 
on which he received the project, returning in the 
samé time to the house whence it originated, to- 
gether with the motives of his refusal. 

See. 2. The silence of the executive power for 
ten days implies sanction, unless this time elapses, 
congress having adjourned in the meantime. 

Sec, 3. The project having been returned to the 
house initiating it, shall there be subjected to a 
discussion and to a vote by name, being consid- 
ered approved if it should obtain two-thirds of the 
votes emyeed and in this case, it shall be sent to 
the other house, whence, if it should win, by the 
same conditions, it shall return tothe executive 
power for the solemnity of —— igation.

PEN PICTURES OF NOTED MEN. 


New York, August .—[Special.]—I have 
found the subject of ‘‘Artand Artists in New 
York” rather a lengthy one, but, in a conver- 
gation with Mr. Horace Bradley, the subject 
proved interesting, 

I suppose there are fully 5,000 artists in New 
York following the different branches of the 
profession. The painters, illustrators, sculp- 
torsand engrayers form an army of serious 
workers, and when these are subdivided into 
kindred callings, one can easily swell the num- 
ber. Since making his home in New York Mr. 
Bradley has formed the acquaintance of many 
prominent artists and illustrators, and also, 
while abroad, he had the pleasure of meeting 
geveral. 

People gencrally seem to think that the ar- 
tist isa sort of ‘’onorary cuss,’’ who does his 
work easily, and has a generally good time, 
but since becoming acquainted with many of 
them, Mr. Bradley is inclined to think there is 
no set who work harder or who have so little 
toencourage them. They have many disad- 
yantaces to overcome, and the same practical 
problems to surmount as other people. The 
gerious artist is always anxious tostill do better 
work, andeven atanadvanced age you find 
him discouraged and still striving to improve. 
The early efforts and‘ experiences of the actor, 
the physician, the lawyer, or the clergyman, 
are identical with that of the young artist; he 
must almost learn to starve before success con- 
fronts him. It isan old saying that ‘‘art proves 
the artist,’’ so those that are willing to humble 
themselves and undergo much for fame’s sake, 
invariably earn satisfactory rewards, and after 
having established themselves find it worth all 
the trouble. 

New York is now the city where Amer- 
icans come from the different states to 
study drawing and painting. The Art Students’ 
League, which last seasan had over 700 stu- 
dents, aud the National Academy are the two 
leading schools. Cooper Union furnishes more 
ofan industrial course than either of these, 
and usually has as many as 1,500 students dur- 
ingaterm. The pupils from these schools, 
after they learn to draw fairly well, take up 
illustrating, designing or teaching, afew event- 
ually becoming painters of prominence. ‘ Dur- 
ing the winter season the different annual ex- 
hibitions are looked forward to with great in- 
terest. Early in October the fall exhibition at 
the Academy is quickly followed by the Water 
Color Society. Then comes the Architectural 
League, which shows different recent designs, 
by its members, usually being supplemented 
by specimens of all kinds of interior decora- 
tions. 
~ Next is the Pasté] Paintets, a young organi- 
gation, but the brightest of the year. The 
season concludes with the spring exhibitions at 
the Academy and Society of American Artists, 
for which the most prominent artists reserve 
the best pictures-they have painted during the 
year. Besides these, are many private collec- 
tions, and also exhibitions at the different 

dealers and auction rooms. Students have ac- 
cess toall these free of charge, and are im- 
mensely improved by seeing the work of men 
of experience. 

A very important move was made recently 
by the organization of the American Fine Arts 
Society, composed of the Society of American 
Artists, the Art Students’ League and the 
Architectural League. They- are about to 
erect on Fifty-Seventh street, near Broadway; 
an elegant building suitable for exhibitions 
and school purposes. The total cost will be 
about $409,000. It will give the Art Students’ 
League an elegant permanent home, with 
splendid, well lighted and ventilated studios, 
for the different classes. 

“The Salmagundi Club’ is the leading social 
organization composed of artists, though one 
of its main features is a monthly exhibition of 
work by members. It was originally organiz- 
ed and conducted by illustrators, but recently 
has been enlarged and several prominent 
painters, sculptors and engravers have joined. 
They have leased permanent club rooms, and 
doubtless will become more prominent. 

For many years it has been customary for 
artists to go abroad for instruction, but the 
time has come when the student can have ex- 
cellent advantages in New York. The course 
of instruction at the League is very thorough, 
and identical with that of the best Parisian 
Schools, and itspupilsin the advanced classes 
are turning out work that prove this. The 
Metropolitan Museum, with its numerous gal- 
leries containing representative work from the 
best artists, both foreign and Auerican, is a 
Splendid reference point for the student. In- 
deed, at present there isa collection of old 
masters there which contains the finest Rem- 
brandt in existence, besides very good exam- 


‘ples of VanDyck, Velasquez and such men. 


if a student will spend from three tofive years 
of serious studyin New York, and then go 
abroad to see the extensive galleries and the 
work done by the great men of the past, they 
Will find the course the wisest that can be pur- 
sued. | 

It will be interesting to the old friends of 
Mr. Bradley to know that since coming to New 
York he has devoted himself mainly to illus- 
trating for The Harper’s and The Century mag- 
azines. His best work will appear sometime 
during the winter. Whenever it was possible 
to find time for study he has taken advantage 
of it. Lastyear he spent abroad, where he 
had superior advantages for study, and had 
access to the most noted galleries. Some of 
the studies made over there he has sold to ad- 
Vantage since his return. 

Two years ago he was elected president of 
the Art Students’ League, and is now begin- 
Ming his second term as director of the same 
institution. He succeeded splendidly in At- 
Janta, where he had many warm friends, but 
he came to New York for the same reason that 
brings so many here, to enjoy the many ad- 
vantages it affords. After he has finished a 
thorough course of study he will locate again 
in Atlanta. He is usually represented in the 
National Academy exhibitions, and is now 
Working on an important picture to be shown 
@ext spring. He is also a trustee of the 
American Fine Arts Society. 

Mr. Bradley has just accepted an offer from 
Harper & Brothers for the coming year. He 
will have charge of the illustrations for The 
Bazar and Young People. 

But let Mr. Bradley speak for himselt, 

Views of Art and Artists. 

It is unfortunate that your visit to New York is 

in the summer, for none of the prominent artists 
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center of America, justas Atlanta is the culmina- 
tion of allthat is progressivein Georgia. The 
many exhibitions held here annually, both of na- 
tive and foreign work, the great value of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum, which compares most favora- 
bly with anything of the kind abroad, as well as 
the many art schools maintained in the city for 
all departments of study, make it a rallying point 
for artists and students. 


You ask particularly about art matters in Now 
York, but if you will pardon a slight digression, it 
would be well to speak of several Americans now 
residing in Europe—principally in France—most 
of whom are originally from New York or adja- 
cent cities. In art matters New York and Paris 
are 80 closely connected that you can hardly speak 
of one without referring to the other. In spite of 
afewfaults French art is decidedly superior to 
that of other countries. When you consider 
drawing, composition and color, you have even in 
the work of the average Frenchman much to ad- 
mire. Aside from Meissonier, Gerome and Bou- 
gereau, whose workis the very perfection of ex- 
quisiteness, the rising men of France are advanc- 
ing in a healthy way of painting that renders na- 
ture in a broad, simple manner, which is having 
and will continue to exerta gieat influence for 
good over the art of all countries. Indeed, recent 
exhibitions in Paris demonstrated this fact, where 
artists of all nationalities were represented, ex- 
cept Germany. This influence is being decidedly 
felt in America, where examples of work by the 
strongest men are being constantly shown, and, 
also, where young Americans, after having fin- 
ished their course of study abroad, are settling in 
different cities, and beginning what might be 
called an art missionary work. 

Those who were fortunate enough to see the 
French exposition last year must have been fav- 
orably impressed with theshowing made by Amer 
ican artists, and in this connection} reference will 
be made to those who took a conspicuous part in 
the exhibit. 

Mr. John 8. Sargent is most distinguished among 
Americans in Paris for his masterly technique. 
He is Known principally in portraiture, and in 
this he seldom fails to get the full character of his 
sitter. Those whv admire clever detail will find 
little of interest in his canvases, for he is chiefly 
attracted by the color and most prominent char- 
acteristics of hissubject, often painting in an ex- 
ceedingly broad style, but, at the same time, he 
can carry his work further when he wishes, and 
get more purity and harmony of color than one 
usually finds in such painting. He is a pupil of 
Carolus Duran,and this master has influenced 
him greatly, though when it comes to the use of 
the brush it seems that two kindred spirits met in 
master and pupil, Few men can render the cos- 
tume of a fashionable woman so welias Sargent. 
and he has painted many such portraits in France, 
England and America. He recently exhibited in 
New York several portraits of men, women and 
children, done in his freest style, which shocked 
the conventional elementin artsothatthey are 
still the subject for discussion among artists. 
However, inspite of a certain severity his work 
will have a wholesome influence upon painting in 
general. 

One of the most thorough and conscientious 
artists inthe American colony of Paris is Alexan- 
der Harrison. To fitly describe his work'is to say, 
that it is excellent in drawing, quiet and natural 
in color and very accepable in technique. His 
subjects are usually simple compositions, made 
entirely ifrom nature outdoors, and they have a 
perfect relation of tone and values. A few years 
ago he was given a prize at the American galle- 
ries for his ‘‘Moonrise on the Sea,’’ which was a 
charming symphony of delicate coloring. It was 
one of the purest interpretations of that phase of 
nature produced. Mr. Harrison, aside from being 
a serious artist, is one of the most sincere of men. 
At present he teaches a class of young Americans, 
and the only remuneration he chargesis simply 
that his cab fare be paid to and from the school- 
room. The French republic recently conferred 
high honors upon him, which he refused to atcept, 
because he thought he saw beneath the surface of 
the compliment much that was false and undesir- 
able. 

W. T. Daunat, another American who has per- 
manently made his home in Parie, has done work 
which compares favorably with that of any artist. 
“A Quartette,” which now hangs in the Metropol- 
itan Museum, is possibly his best effort. It repre- 
sents three Spaniards sitting on a bench, and one 
leaning against a wall in the rear, playing on their 
favorite instruments. The figures are life-size, 
and are painted with remarkable directness and 
simplicity, as wellas witha fine appreciation of 
effect andcolor. The sun-burnt old fellow, who 
sits at one énd with his mouth open, singing; the 
young women, with shoulders draped with black 
lace, playing castanettes, and the other two men 
playing on string instruments, with the light 
coming nrinly from behind, gives a splendid at- 
mosrheric effect. The treatment is quiet broad. 
Usually pictures executed inthis style will not 
bear close inspection, but a few feet away the ef- 
fect is fully as satisfactory as when seen across 
the room, from both of which points the modeling 
and general play of light and shade is all that 
could be desired. This artist exhibited some sin- 
gle-figure pieces at the Universal Exposition last 
year which were madein direct contrast to the 
canvas mentioned. They were fine in tonal qual- 
ities, but otherwise hardly so good. 

George Hitchcock, who has a studio in Holland, 
has sent many charming canvases from that most 
interesting locality. “The Tulip Garden,” one of 
the most successful outdoor effects painted re- 
cently,is by him. The foregroundand middle 
distance are one entrancing cluster of different 
colored tulips, among which stands a young 
woman, relieved in strong Sunlight againsta back- 
ground of varied foliage and picturesque bit of 
farmhouse. The most agreeable feature is the 
genial sunshine falling. on the flowers—so pure 
and charming in color and that feeling of airiness 
in the shadows—but, aside from this, we must stop 
to admire the way in which the artist has aecom- 
plished his work. Itis certainlya perfectly whole- 
some piece of technique. Thereis hardly a square 
inch of the canvas that is not thickly covered with 
paint, yet so truthfully and thoroughly has every- 
thing been rendered that you quickly forget the 
medium employed, and think of the subject as an 
impression of a situation you have actually seen. 
In connection with this might also be mentioned 
two other pictures by Mr. Hitchcock, which are up 
to the same high standard. ‘The Annunciation,” 
showing the Virgin with a halo around her head, 
among a garden of Easter lilies. Think of this as 
revealed in a light that is radiantly divine and 
you have some idea of its purity and beauty. The 
other, which he calls ‘‘Maternity,’’is a fisher- 
woman walking near the seashore, carrying a babe 
in arins, accompanied by her little boy. This is 
distinguished by the same brightness that char- 
acterizes his other work. 

Gari Meichers, of Detroit, has also spent much 
time in Holiand, producing many interesting can- 
vases, his subjects being generally quaint Dutch 
milkmaids and Hollandish interiors. His picture 
at the Paris exposition of a portion of the congre- 
gation in a Lutheran church, was one of the most 
thoroughly realistic pieces shown there. 

Walter Gay is another American who has made 
very satisfactory advancement abroad. Aside 
from many good things, he has painted historical 
subjects which deserve special mention as being 
excellent in composition and general t:eatment. 
Some of his recent efforts—particularly a canvas 
shown in Paris last year—contained good solid 
brush work, besides being excellent in its grayish 
atmospheric effect. 

It will be interesting to know that one of 
the brightest and most energetic ariists abroad 
was born in a small town in Alabama, not far 
from the Georgia line: |F. A. Bridgman, whose 
exhibition recentiy held in New York was a reve- 
lation as to what one man can produce in a short 
time, showing in all about four hundred studies, 
sketches and finished pictures, made principally 


| around Cairo andAlgiers. Theseshow the natives 


in almost all phases of life, besides giving an ex- 
cellent idea of their homes and odd streets. Mr. 
Bridgman’s bright crisp studies, rendering the 
warm sunshine and delicate shadows, playing on 
the green-pillared arcades and blue-tiled fountains 
and gardens of Moorish courtyards, in which tare 
women busy with their gossip and needle work, 
show him to the best advantage. However, he 
has done many serious compositions, among 
which may be mentioned, ‘-The Procession of the 
Bull Apis,’ which was mthe Corcoran gallery, 
“The Funeral Rites of a Mummy,” and “The Pas- 
time of an Assyrian King.” ‘The Pirate of Love,’, 
shown in Paris Jast ycar,is his latest work, and 
deserves much praise for its arrangement and del- 
icacy,of color. Itis divided into three sections— 
the first shows a beautiful dark-eyed eastern 
woman, clad in thin draperies, bedecked with 
costly jeweis, reclining upon a rug of harmonious 
colors. She is surrounded by her pet “gazelle, mu- 
sical instrument and tropical flowers—all ofgwhich | 
is suffused with the golden splendor of an oriental 
sunset. The second scene, with the same acces- 


breast, inflicted by her own hand. jA dagger, 
tipped with blood, lies near. 

Henry Mosler, originally from Cincinnati, is one 
of the few Americans represented in the Luxem- 
bourg galleries — his “Return of the Prodigal” 
being one of the prominent pictures there. He 
made a tour through the south after the war, 
shortly afterwards painting a very pathetic pic- 
ture, which was,at the time, made familiar by 
colored reproductions, It represented a confeder- 
ate, shabbily dressed and careworn, returning 
after the four years’ struggle, to find his home in 
ruins. Although one of his first efforts and rather 
crude in some respects, it was, nevertheless, a 
most effective picture. Noth ng has been painted 
before or since that has given a better idea of how 
little the southerner had with which to begin the 
work of rehabilitation, In the course of time Mr. 
Mosler found his way abroad, where he had excel- 
lent opportunities and made the most of them. He 
now hasan elegant studioin Paris, and works as 
faithfully as in his younger days. His pictures 
are noted for strong story-telling qualities, dram- 
atic situations and effect. His subjects are usually 
taken from among the Breton peasants, showing 
them clad in their picturesque costumes, busy 
with industrial pursuits, or enjoying the pleasures 
of holiday life. Heis now engaged upon a com- 
mission for three large compositions, for which 
$75,000 will be paid. However, the subjects are to 
be American. Theartist has spent the better part 


of three years in this country, accumulating mag 


terial forthem. Two, which are taken from In 
dian life, have already been completed and exhib. 
ited inthe Salon. The last one, “A Corn Husk- 
ing,” is now receiving the finishing touches, and 
probably will be shown in Paris soon, 

The American landscapist who has achieved 
the most pronounced success abroad is C.H. Davis, 
whose pictures are justly celebrated for their 
quiet sentiment. He has spent much time re- 
cently in the country near Paris, and several can- 
vases painted there were shown in New York last 
winter. These received high praise, particularly 
from artists, for their naturalness of tone—they 
were principally evening effects—a quality which 
is exceedingly difficult to get. 

There are a great many other Americans abroad 
who deserve mention now, but time will not per- 
mit. Those referred to are men looked upon with 
much pride by Americans conversant with foreign 
art, and who have received many complimentary 
notices from Europeau art critics and connois- 
scurs. 

The most prominent artist on this side of the 
Atlantic is William M. Chase, who studied origi- 
nally under Piloty, in Munich, and returned to 
America, about twelve years ago. Since then he 
has traveled extensively, during which he was 
subjected to the influences of French and Spanish 
art. He is without doubt the most accomplished 
of living artists. There is no medium in which he 
has not worked with pronounced success. He is 
also one of the most industrious of artists, and 
has made almost daily advancement since begin- 
ning his profession. Indeed, the success he has 
achieved has been a continual surprise even jto 
his most intimate friends. With these qualities 
combined he is easily in the lead of American art, 
and is exerting an influence over the younger 
workers in this country which will make itself 
felt for years tocome. Mr. Chase was originally 
known as a figure or portrait painter, but recently 
there has been no class of subjects with which he 
has not been associated. He abhors the literary 
quality in art, striving mainly for effect of light 
and air, and usually finishing a study or picture 
at one sitting. He claims that work should be 
done ent rely from nature, and as you seldom see 
her in the same way the painting should be com- 
pleted while all relations of tone and color are 
under the same conditions, for tomorrow every- 
thing will be different. This belief is the leading 
characteristic of the “impressionist school,’”’ and, 
although strongly combatted by older artists, toa 
great extent it deserves the thoughtful considera- 
tion of those interested. Mr. Chase’s bright and 
airy little landscapes, done recently both in oil 
and pastel, are charming. You are impressed at 
once with the freshness and purity of nature. The 
sky feels as if there were actual spacein it, and 
the variety of foliage and naturalness of tone is 
simply perfect, while the feeling of atmosphere in 
the shadows approaches the original as nearly as 
the work of any modern painter. Some of his fig- 
ures, mainly female subjects, must be mentioned 
for their harmonious coloring and exquisite grace. 
He delights in arranging interesting aé@eessories 
in the way of drapéries, flowers or appropfiate bits 
of furniture—all of which, no matter Yow attract- 
ive in color, he can make, as few mex,«@atirely in 
harmony with the main point of interest. His 
still-life studies of fish, meats and vegetables take 
their place beside those by Snyders of the Flemish 
school. Indeed, he has painted some things of 
this kind recently which, for texture and general 
quality, approach perfection as nearly as the work 
of any one. Aside from what Mr. Chase is ac- 
complishing as an artist, mention should be made 
of the contents of his studio in New York, where 
he has accumulated rare and valuable curios, relics, 
and studies by different masters, from all quarters 
of the globe. You will not find a more interesting 
place anywhere. 

J. Alden Wier might be mentioned as a master 
of tones and values—his work being done both in 
oil and water colors. His pictures are known for 
quiet coloring, usually showing an interior with 
one or two figures, conveying a refined senti- 
ment. 

Possibly America is developing more strength 
in landscape thanin any department of painting. 
George Inness incrits first mention for his vigor- 
ous canvases, original technique, both rich and 
delicate coloring, and for representing varied 
phases of nature. He is alike successful with 
early spring, midsummer, or late autumn, and 
particularly in reproducing that pure and radiant 
glow of our American sunsets. He may be prop- 
erly classed with Millet and Dupre, of the French 
school. 

J. H. Twachtman, thongh a much younger man, 
is the most sympathetic interpreter of nature we 
have. While he has never done anything large or 
what may be called very important, he has made 


many quiet, simple studies, which, for perfect + 


feeling and harmony, are exquisite poems. Next 
to Mr. Chase, he will make himself felt as much as 
any American artist. D, W. Tryon ia making 
great strides inthe same direction, as well as a 
dozen younger men, who are oniy waiting their 
turn for distinction. 

Among the figure painters who have produced 
work that will live is John Lafarge and Eastman 
Johnson. The former, however, is known mainly 
for his rich decorations and stained glass work, 
some of which were shown in Paris, and was as 
good asany there. Mr. Johnson is known for his 
portraits, of which he has painted many during a 
long and successful life. For serions portraiture 
Wyatt Eatom,,also, ranks very high. Abbott H. 
Thayer has painted many figures, principally fe- 
males, which are characterized by an original 
treatment. T. W. Dewing has been most success- 
ful in painting portraits of women which are just- 
ly known for refinement of color and perfect 
drawing. Hehas also produced some ideal com- 
positions. ‘The Prelude,” shown five or six years 
ago, was such a symphony in color as to ; lace him 
in a field only occupied by himself in American 
art. It represented two maidensin Greek cos- 
tumes, playing upon harps, with a background of 
delicate pink and yellow roses. 

{ Augustus St. Gaudens is now recognized as the 
most thoroughly artisti¢ sculptor we have. In- 
deed, he combines so many good qualities it would 
be hard to find a better. He is always serious and 
thoughtful. All have been so impressed when 
they have seen his Admiral Farragut, Union 
Square, N, Y., his strong and sturdy figure of 
Lincoln, in Chicago, and the one of the old Puri- 
tan Deacon Chapin, at Springfield, Mass. The 
latter is one of the most genuinely delightful fig- 
ures in any country. St. Gaudeéns has done much 
in the way of interior decoration, a mantel] in the 
house of Cornelius Vanderbilt being a fine exam- 
ple, as well as in several important New York 
“churches. : 

Few men have done as many figures as J. Q. A. 
Ward, having executed several commissions for 
the government. Onc of his earliest efforts is that 
of Shakspeare in Central park, the attitude and 
character of which is excellent. His heroic figure 
of Washington, in front of the treasury building, 
on Wall street, is enough to transmit his name to 
future generations. 

Olin L. Warner forms the last of a talented trio 
who are reflecting so much credit upon America. 
His statue of Williamm Loyd Garrison, in Bos 
ton, is the most important work ofthe kind he 
has done, and the numerous busts he has executed 
during the past ten years attest his faculty as a 
portraitist. There are several younger sculptors 


our illustrators Edwin A. Abbey easily | 


takes first rank. Hardly any artist is known bet- 
ter by his work, both in Europeand America, 
familiar by | , 


| undertakes a figure without working from the 
model, wearing the correct costume and in the 
pose he desires; and yet his figures seldom sug- 
gest the model, always being full of grace and ac 

tion. This is where the artist comes in; he uses 
the model mainly for reference and supplies what 
his conception of the character suggests. As Mr. 
Abbey has been illustrating old English subjects 
for some time, he has taken a studioin the [su- 
burbs of London,fa ible to the necessary ma- 
terial. For this work his income is said to be 
$20,000 a year—indeed, he will get that much for 
one book upon which he is now engaged. During 
a recent visitto New York he was given a recep- 
tion, and among those invited only a few had met 
him. The idea prevailed that he was tall and im- 
posing. like many Americans, butwhen he ap- 
peared he was found to bea ‘boyish-looking little 
man, though with quite a serious face, black hair 
and eyes, wearing glasses, and scarcely more than 
thirty-two. 

C. 8. Reinhart has made as many drawings as 
any illustrator of his age. He has spent much 
time abroad, sending to one of our prominent 
weeklies a number of interésting double-page 
drawings. He has mainly been engaged, however, 
in illustrating the leading popular serials in 
monthly magazines, a noted example of which {is 
Charles Dudley Warner’s ‘‘Pilgrimage,”’ where he 
exhibited great cleverness in getting character- 
sketches of different people in many localities, 

W. T. Smedley deserves mention, particularly 
for recent work, which places him next to Abbey. 
He works equally as well in water colors asin 
black ard white, and took the prize last year at 
the American Water-Color Society. 

A. B. Frost is the most American of all our il- 
lustrators. Starting asa cartoonist several years 
ago, he has gradually pushed his way through all 
stages of such drudgery. The illustrations which 
he has furnished for stories by Richard M. Johns- 
ton and Joel Chandler Harris show his faculty for 
truthfully representing certain phases of Amer- 
ican character. While he has done much that is 
serious, he is still the most humorous of our ar- 
tists, his comics being really the most ludicrous 
published on this side. Mr. Frost earns a hand- 
someincome up in thethousands. Comparing the 
past with the present he says: “I am now clipping 
coupons with the same scissors that used to trim 
my cuffs.” 

Fredric Remington has ina remarkably short 
time gained prominence by his strong representa- 
tions of rugged life on the plains. His methods 
are often crude, but he produces character with 
considerable strength. He has recently begun to 
work in color, and ia more successful in that than 
in either pen and ink or black and white draw- 
ings. 

r du Thulstrup is the most vigorous among the 
illustrators, his work being known for its frank- 
ness andsimplicity. His spirited street scenes are 
generally known to the public, as well as the many 
magazine articles he has illustrated. Though not 
an American he has resided in New York for many 


years. He is a rapid worker and few have greater | 


incomes. 

Mention must be made of some of our excellent 
wood engravers, who have translated into the 
block many charming pictures that otherwise 
might have remained in obscurity or been sub- 
jected to inferior process of reproduction. It is 
now generally acknowledged that America excels 
inthis particular branch. Fredric Jeungling, 
who died very recently, wag what you might call a 
painter-engraver. That is, he excelled in both 
oiland water color work. He is known best by 
some of his vigorous reproductiens of paintings 
by Chase and Inness. He could render the quality 
of the technique perfectly, and'was the first among 
engravers of any age tolay aside conventional 
methods and to work more by feeling. He has en- 
graved some of Millet’s most important pictures, 
for “The Magazine of Art,’’ in which he was won- 
derfully successful in giving the exact feeling and 
sentiment of the original, together with suggest- 
ing perfectly the artist’s original methods. 

In direct contrast to this engraver is the work 
of Thomas Cole, which is usually done in simple 
line, without resorting to textures to produce dif- 
ferent surfaces. If the réader will examine some 
of the reproductions now appearing in The Cen- 
tury, of the work of the old Italian masters, you 
can better Judge of his method. All the pictures 
are not beautiful, but you must consider the work 
ot the engraver, and see how much he produces by 
a simple combination of varied lines. 

One of our most original engravers is Elbridge 
Kingsley, who engraves almost entirely from na- 
ture. He has a movable etudio on wheels, with 
which he makes tours intothe country at different 


-seasons, first making a drawing on the block from 


nature, and afterwaras working it up on tha spot. 
He has done principally landscapes which are 
equally refined and sympathetic. This man has 
given perfect interpretations of the work by Corot, 
which is so full of poetry and sentiment. 

W. B. Closson has done much refined work, as 
well as Frank French and H. Wolf. Among our 
best portrait engravers are Kruell and T. Johnson. 
Some of these men get as much as $500 for 4 small 
block, but when you consider the great difficulty 
of executing the work, the many years of toil 
spent in perfecting themselves, and the great 
strain upon the eyes, the remuneration is not so 


large. ‘ " A 


Much more might be written of what Mr. 
Bradley ‘said, but enough has been given to 
show that Georgia, which has been so prolific 
of greatness in other lines, is destined through 
her talented young son to take a front place in 
the world of artists. P. J. MORAN.

There are some thrifty negroes in Atlanta. 

They have made money, and saved it, and 
having lived in the quiet pursuit of business 
achievements rather than to take an aggres- 
give stand in political matters, their fortunes 
are today a conclusive evidence that the negro, 
go long as he follows with sober thrift and 
industry his different pursuits, is at home 
with white friends in the south. 
to hear these 


It is, indeed, interesting 

old ante-bellum = slave darkies tell of 
their lives, for nearly all of them 
who have amassed anything like 


a comfortable fortune were slaves before the 
war, and started ont in life with no capital. 

It is true that they had something more val- 
mable than capital tostart with, for in the very 
training school of their slavery they were cul- 
tured and refined toa degree far superior to 
that which would at first be imagined. 

Refraining from the reckless aggression of 
their race so manifest just after the sur- 
render of the south, there are many of the old 
plantation darkies who went to work in the 
trades they had learned from their masters, 
and with faithful labor and thrift have laid up 
for themselvesand families snug little fortunes. 

Some of these were blacksmiths, some were 
carpenters, some were stablemen, some farm 
laborers. All of them were respectful and un- 
obtrusive upon the planes of life which were 
not their own. 

In politics, as a matter of course, all of these 
negroes are republicans; or call themselves so. 
They vote for a republican president, but de- 
clare they take whatever stand as best suits 
them in local elections. 

It is strikingly interesting, but not at all 
gurprising, that the colored men who have 
made most progress since the war will tell you 
they are no politicians, but quietly vote the 
way they chovse without any hesitancy, and 
without any interference from the white 
yoiers. 

From the tax collector’s oftice, Tur Constr- 
TUTION secured the names of the richest 
negroes in Atlanta and gives below the story 
in brief of their careers both in a business and 
political light. 

R. D. BADGER. 

Among the negroes of Atlanta conspicuous 
for their meansis R. D. Badger, the colored 
dentist of Peachtree street. 

Badger pays tax on $9,600, and when ques- 
tioned as to how he made it said: 

‘“T was aslave,and belonged to Dr. J. B. 
Badger, of DeKalb county. He taught me 
edentistry, and I came to Atlanta in ’56 to prac- 
tice. Ididn’t have any money, and had to 
work on Sunday to pay for my instruments. 
But I soon got a start, and have made and 
saved money since that time. 

*‘As to politics I have always voted for a re- 
publican president, but that’s the extent of 
my politics. I always vote with the demo- 
crats in local matters, and don’t stand in with 
the republicans of Atlanta much, anyhow. 
They call me a democrat. 

‘*I take no hand in the force bill whatever. 
I have no desire to leave the south. I am at 
home ard contented here.”’ 

WILLIS MURPHEY. 

Willis Murphey pays tax on $6,725 7 

**] was a slave and was owned by Mr. L. M. 
Murphey, of Jonesboro. 

“I started life in Atlanta asa carpenter. 
Came here with $130, and bought a lot for 
$100 and some lumber for $50. Built mea 
house, sleeping on the groundin the mean- 
time. 
“I worked as acarpenter until ’81, when I 
went into mercantile pursuits with what 
money I had earned. Soon I was able to buy 
the granite store in which I now do business. 

“lam a republican, but take no stand in 
politics to amount to anything. I never can- 
vassed for any candidatein my life. I vote for 
republicans in national elections, but do as I 
think best in local issues regardless of party. 
i have nothing tosay about the force bill. ii 
hasn't bothered me much.” 

A. J. DELBRIDGE,

“Yes, I was a slave,’’ said he, in response to 
the inquiry. 

“I was owned by G. W. Delbridge, of Nota- 
sulga, Alabama, and came to Atlanta in ’65 
and went to work in a livery stable without a 
penny. 

“Shoe-making was my trade and I soon 
Went back to it. I made money and saved it. 

“Always I have been a_ republican, and 
have had no trouble in voting for republican 
candidates whenever I wanted to doit. Iam 
indifferent as to the force bill, having thought 
but little on the concern.”

“IT have been a merchant five years. I vote 
the republican ticketin all national campaigns, 
but the democratic on local issues. 

“As to the force bill, I don’t take any stock 
in itwhatever. I am no politician, and think 
the force bill is simply a piece of nonsense 
‘tirreN up for the gain of the republican party. 

“It is a matter for politicians at Washin ; 
that’s all. Nothing can come of it so far as 
We are concerned.”’

AN OLD GUN. 


THE LONG-BARRELED SHOTGUN 
THAT KILLED HENRY BESSEY. 


A Wartime Outlaw Story Recalled by a 
Revolutionary Relic Owned by a Res- 
taurant Keeper on Decatur Street, 


Itis moro than-six feet long. 

Six feet seven inches? 

Pretty good length for a gun barrel? 

And a shotgun at that. 

Standing im the corner of McQueen’s restau- 
rant, on Decatur street, is this old revolution- 
ary relic. . 

There is no such shotgun in Atlanta as that. 
It was purchased by Mr. Donald MeQreen, a 
caney Scot, in Charleston, 8. C., in 1822. 

It was then pretty well worn when he pur- 
chased it, having seen service in the revolu- 
tionary war. 

It wasa fine gun in its day, finished with 
the finest of flint and steel locks, and 
besides the torieg that it had _ slain, 
deer, turkeys, squirrels and birds turned their 
toes heavenward when the old blunderbus was 
brought to bear upon them. . 

HE BLEW IN THE MUZZLE, 

During the Jast days of the late war there 
existed a gang of notorious} outlaws, in Robin- 
son county, North Carolina, known as ‘‘The 
Lowry gang.”’ 

One of the members of this band of bush- 
whackers was Henry Berry. 

He was as brave as a lion and as reckless as 
—well, he was an out and out freebooter, who 
regarded neither God nor man. 

He got ona spree one night, andin his 
marauding around the country he came in 
contact with a party of soldiers. 

He retreated at once to his stronghold, but 
carried with him this old gun which he had 
pilfered fram the McQueen homestead. 

Fearing that he would Be overtaken and 
captured, he prepared to defend himself. 

Placing his foot on the hammer he blew in 
the muzzle of the gun to seeif it was loaded. 
As a matter of course, it was. 

Fifteen blue whistlers went crashing through 
Berry’s skull, and the country was well rid of 
one dare-devil outlaw. 

ANOTHER TRAGEDY. 

The old gun had nothing to do with the next 
tragedy, but there wasaclose connection be- 
tween it and the case. 

A little tallow-faced fellow named Jim 
Donehoo, readin the newspapers the offer of 
a reward for the capture of Steve Lowry, who 
became chief ofthe band of outlaws after 
Berry’s death. 

He tramped it all the way from his planta- 
tion home in Alabama to North Carolina. 
The reward offered was $6,000. 

Donehoo learned of the whereabouts of 
Lowry, and effected the capture of the out- 
law by 

DELIBERATELY SHOOTING HIM! 

Donehoo drew the reward from the state; 
the Lowry gang becamea thing of the past, 
and Donehoo, thefiittle Alabamian, purchased 
afarmin North Carolina, with the money 
that was awarded him for killing Lowry. 

He settled down tolead a quiet and peace- 
able life. But he was not destined to enjoy 
the fruits of his labor uninterruptedly. 

Steve Lowry left a little boy who was 
imbued with his father’s fearless and undaunted 
spirit. This boy, even though he was buta 
child at the time of the tragedy, swore to 
avenge his father’s death. 

He endeavored to keep his word, but was 
unfortunate. 

The Associated Press dispatches contained 
the meager statement of the killing of young 
Lowry by Jim Donehoo, at Shoe Heel, N. C., 
a week or two ago. 

Donehoo was justified. ¥ 

He killed the father, drew the reward and 
killed the son, twenty years after, in self- 
defense. 

That is what the coroner’s jury said. 

The old gun, which is only a linkin the 
chain of circumstances that make up this 
strange story, is now a breech-loader, with 
several inches of the original barrel cut off, 

And it is still six feet seven inches long.

HOW GEORGIANS IN WASHINGTON 


Talk About His Interview and the 
Senatorship. 


CHANGES AGAINST THE EXTRA SESSION. 


The Real Reason for Hurrying the 
McKinley Bill. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—[Special.}—Mr. 
Norwood’s interview on his candidacy for the 
genate, which was printed this morning, was 
read with great interest here. The Georgia 
members look upon it as the shrewdest state- 
ment that has yet come from a politician about 
the alliance principles,and believojit will strike 
the ear of every allianceman with force. Nor- 
wood is recognized asa man of great ability. 
He is also known to be a deep thinker and a 
politician of the highést order. His letter, the 
Georgians here think, may win to him the 
great inass of alliancemen of the state, while it 
will ‘not lose him a friend outside of the 
alliance. 

“After all, Norwood is right,’’ said one of 
them today. ‘No bill is passed as 
introduced. Of course everybody 
knows the {subtreasury bill will never be 
swallowed. Livingston knows that and has 
stated that what heis driving at is something 
better, meaning by that some legislation that 
will relieve the farmer. Relieving the farmer 
is called class legislation and the subtreasury 
bill has been hurled back into their faces. 
That’s all wrong. Of course, the subtreasury 
bill won’t do. Nobody thinks it will, but the 
farmers should have some legislation. Look 
what congress is doing for the manufacturers. 
Is not protecting the Pennsylvania 
manufacturers and robbing the people in their 
favor class legislation? Is not the passage of 
the eight-hour and back-pay bill class legisla- 
tion in favor of the laborer? The farmer is 
the only class not legislated for, and I think 
their time hascome. As to Norwood’s chances 
of success I know nothing, save that that in- 
terview, it seems to me, will make the alliance 
endorse him. Then—-well—we all know what 
an alliance endorsement means. Whether it 
will hold good in General Gordon’s case re- 
mains to be seen.”’ 

Mr. Blount is one of the Georgia members 
who feels confident Governor Gordon will win 
and has no hesitancy in saying so. There are 
others who believe as he does, among them is 
Senator Colquitt, who will be in Georgia 
perhaps Monday. He, however, goes on private 
dusiness, but will survey the field. Of course 
he is Governor Gordon’s friend. Indeed all 
the members are Gordon’s friends, but a few 
of them are sore over his late conduct. Among 
the Georgia members, opinions are divided. 
Some would like to see him elected. Others 
would not cry over his defeat. However, 
Governor Gordon has hundreds of friends here, 
who hope to see him resume his old seat in the 
senate. 

Harrison and the Force Bill. 

President Harrison ina talk with a well- 
known republican senator today said he was 
determined that the force bill should be passed 
next session. He said he thought this bill 
more important to republican success in 1892 
than the tariff or any other measure that has 
been or is now before congress. He did not 
care anything about the methods to be pur- 
sued in passing it, but he was determined that 
it should become a law before the 4th of 
March. Then, warming up, he made use of 
General Grant’s expression that the senators 
had more to ask of him than _ he 
of them, and the republican senator who an- 
tagonized the bill, or attempted to prevent its 
passage in any manner whatever, need ask 
nothing more at the hands of the administra- 
tion. It was either vote for the force bill or 
incur the ire of the administration. He also 
plainly said that he had no idea of calling an 
extra session; that the senatorscould use the 
time before the holiday recess, which was gen- 
erally wasted, to pass the measure. He 
thought two weeks’ consideration of the bill 
by the senate would be ample time. 

Quay in Pennsylvania. 

Boss Quay has succeeded in postponing the 
force bill and getting the tariff bill in shape to 
become a law within four weeks. For thishe 
is to get a big pile of campaign boodle from 
the manufacturers of Pennsylvania to aid in 
electing his man Delamater governor, Part 
of the money has been paid over and Quay’s 
first move of conseqnence was made today. It 
was the purchase of The Pittsburg Chronicle 
Telegraph, which will hereafter be a straight 
Delamater paper. Quay purchased this paper 
because of the ten daily papers in Pittsburg 
only one was for Delamater. That is The 
Commercial-Gazette, a morning paper. He 
wanted an afternoon paper to aid in the fight, 
and therefore bought The Chronicle-Telegraph, 
a@ republican paper that has been fighting Dela- 
mater with extreme vigor. 

And the People Pay the Freight. 

Now the question will be asked why the 
Pennsylvania manufacturers were so anxious 
to have the tariff bill rushed through at race- 
horse speed. Simply because the importers, 
realizing the immense increase it makes in 
duties, have been engaged for a month past in 
laying in great stocks of goods. Every vessel 
comes into the eastern ports packed with 
dutiable goods affected by the tariff 
bill, and all warehouses are _ being 
crowded. The importers are laying in as 
great a supply as they can get the money to 
pay for, and are rushing the goods in now to 
save the increased duty,which will be imposed 
under the now bill. It will make great profits 
for the importers, but will be hard on the 
manufacturers* who are preparing to raise 

rices, but will be unable to go very high till 

he importers’ stocks on hand have been dis- 
posed of. The quicker the bill passes the less 
amount of ponte. the importers will have on 
hand; consequently the interest of the manu- 
facturers. 

Edmunds's Little Resolution. 

Senator Edmunds did not call up his recess 
resolution in the senate today. The demo- 
crats have come to the conclusion that it was 
simply a feeler, and that seeing it didn’t prove 
acceptable, Mr. Edmunds will allow it to 
sleep undisturbed. E. W. B.

The Senate Reaches the Wool Paragraph 
in the Tariff Bill. 

WasnHinetoy, August 30.—In the senate 
Mr. Morgan presented resolutions of a colored 
mass meetingin Birmingham, Ala., against 
the of the federal leection bill. 

Ir. McMillan asked to have the house joint 
resolution taken up and passed, nting fif- 
teen days leave of absence amabiatie a clerks 
and employes in first and second class post- 
offices, but Mr. Edmunds objected, on the 
ground that its consideration would occupy 
time. The bill, (he said) involved a good 
deal of money,as the leave of absence provided 
for would spb necesitate employment ot 
extra hands. 

The tariff bill was then taken up, the 
pending question being on Mr. Carlisle’s 
motion to strike out the wool paragraphs (357 
to 369) so as to place wool on the free list. 

Mr. Aldrich gave notice that,on Monday, 
he would move tha%, on that day, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, the senate should take a recess 
from 5:30 o’clock to 8 o’clock. 

Mr. Daniel addressed the senate in support 
of the amendment. The facts demonstrated, 
he said, that the high tariff on wool and 
woolens had been a complete fallure. If that 
high tariff had been designed to stimulate 
American manufacture of woolens, it had 
failed. If the design had been to increase the 
number of American sheep, the cultivation of 
flocks and wool clip, it cd failed. If the 
design had been to decrease the price of wool, 
it had succeeded. High duty had not checked 
the importation of Tessin wools, because 
these were necessary for the utilization of 
American wools. 

The finance committee reported an amend- 
ment to paragraph 373, relating to woolen and 
worsted yarns worth less than 30 cents a pound, 
by increasing from two to twoand a half times 
the duty per pound on unwashed wool of the 
first class. 

Mr. Carlisle argued against the amendment, 
which would make the duty, he said, over 132 
per cent ad valorem. He thought that even 
the rate in the house bill ought to be reduced. 
His argument was yielded to by Messrs. 
Sherman, Allison and Aldrich, the discussion, 
as usual, assuming a general character and 
applying to the bill asa whole, as well as to 
wool and woolen cloths. 

Messrs. Plumb, Hoar, McPherson and 
Vance also came into the debate, which lasted 
through the remainder of the session, but no 
action on the paragraph was reached. 

The house bill as to the construction of a 
railroad bridge across Little Tennessee river at 
Nile’s Ferry, Tenn., was taken from the cal- 
endar and passed. 

After a brief executive session the senate 
adjourned. 


THE ALIEN CONTRACT LAW. 


Several Amendments Offered to the Act in 
the House. 

WASHINGTON, August 30.—The house met 
at 11 o’clock today, the understanding being 
that the first hour of the session should be for 
debate only on the bill for the adjustmust of 
accounts of laborers, workmen and mechanics 
arising under the eight-hour law. 

The measure was earnestly advocated by 
Messrs. Caruth, Dingley, Covert, Morrill, 
Flower, Wade, Reilly, Osborn and Farquhar. 

Mr. Brewer offered an amendment provid- 
ing that this act shall not be operative when- 
ever the court of claims shall find that the 
claimant performed service under any con- 
tract, expressed or implied, and has been 
paid the amount agreed upon. 

The amendment was adopted and the bill 
was then passed. The house then proceeded 
to the consideration of the bill amending the | 
alien contract law. 

The bill was passed without opposition. It 
makes it unlawful for any person or corpora- 
tion to aid or encourage the importation or 
immigration of any alien into the United 
States under contract or agreement, parole or 
special, express or implied, made previous to 
such alien becoming a resident of the United 
States, to perform labor or service of any |kind 
in the United States, any such contract shall 
be utterly void and of no effect, and it shall be 
unlawful for any such alien to enter the United 
States. Any person or corporation entering 
into such contract shall be fined not exceeding 
$1,000, or imprisoned not exceeding six months, 
or both. 

The master of any vessel who shall know- 
ingly bring in any prohibited alien shall be 
deemed Ity of misdemeanor and subject to 
fine and imprisonment, and shail return such 
alien to the port at which he was embarked. 
It is declared unlawful for any person or cor- 
poration to encourage the immigration of any 
alien laborer, through advertisement or other- 
wise. 

It further amends the existing law so as to 
provide that it shall not apply to regularly or- 
dained ministers of the gospel. Any person 
arriving in this country may be interrogated 
under oath to asgertain whether heis embraced 
within any of the provisions of this act. 

Mr. Wade, of Missouri, from the committee 
on labor, then called up the bill prohibiting 
the employment of convict labor on public 
works. Passed. Also a bill to prevent the 
purchase of supplies, the product of convict 
labor by the United States. Passed. 

Mr. Dingley presented the conference report 
on the bill to prevent collisions at sea and it 
was adopted. 

The house then adjourned. 


CLARKSON RETIRES. 


He Will Assume the Presidency of a Pneu- 
matic Railway Company. 

WASHINGTON, August 30.—First Assistant 
Postmaster General Clarkson practically con- 
cluded his service in the postoffice department 
today. The president much desired his contin- 
uance in the place, but Mr. Clarkson was unable 
to remain longer. 

The men prominently named as Mr. Clarkson’s 
successor are L. T. Michenor, of Indiana; H. C. 
Payne, of Wisconsin; Chauncey T. Filley, of 
Missouri; John N. Irwin, of lowa; Samuel Fessen- 
den, of Connecticut; W. W. Morrow, of California, 
and B. C. Fowley, now chief clerk of the office. 
As Mr. Clarkson was the only representative of 
the Mississippi valley and west in the depart- 
ment, itis thought that his successor is most 
likely.to come from the west also. 


A Youthful Forger. 

Mosiitz, Ala., August 30.—[Special.]— 
Edgar M. Mayer, seventeen years old, repre- 
senting himself as a son of Dr. D. Mayer, of 
Charleston, W. Va., succeeded today in getting 
a draft cashed to which he had forged the name 
of J. C. Rich, mayor of this city. 
He had -tried the draft at the First 
National bank, but without success. The amount 
of the draft was $185. The mayor, learning at the 
First National bank that his name was on the 
paper the bank had refused, set the lice to 
work, and Mayer was arrested and $170 recov- 
ered. Young Mayer said he had drawn all the 
money he could -from his father and thought to 
make a raiscin a new direction. He is recently 
from New Orleans. 


The Bond Purchases. 

WASHINGTON, August 30.—The amount of four 
and one-half per cent bonds purchased by the 
treasury department today, under the circular of 
August 2ist, was $3,172,350, making the total pur- 
chases underthat circuiar to date $20,020,100, 
being $2,010 more than was contemp’ated by the 
call. Another call was issued today for the re- 
demption of $20,000,000 additional four and one- 
half per cent bonds under the same terms as under 
the circular of August 2ist. This offer will re- 
main open until Saturday, September 20th. 


Movement of Specie, 

New York, August 30.—Exports of specie 
from the port of New York amounted to 
$179,711, of which $164,702 was in gold, and 
$15,009 silver.

THE SITUATION IN KANSAS. 


Ingalls May Be Defeated, But 
Will He? ; 


ToreKa, August 30.—[Special.]—The politi 
cal outlook in Kansas is what the down-east 
weather forecaster would characterize as 
“mighty onsartin.’’ The situation is dramatic 
—whether comic, melodramatic serio-comic 
or downright tragic, depends on the point 
of view of the observer. The political aspect 
of the state is perplexing the most experienced 
politicians of both parties, and predictions of 
the result of the campaign are as various as 
prognostications might be of the weather on 
the decisive day, November 4. 

Two years have not gone by since Kansas 
astonished the continent by giving Harrison 
and Morton a plurality larger than that of 
Pennsylvania herself. The Sunflower state’s 
82,000 republican plurality immediately be- 
came famous and was a sign to conjure by for 
political success in the state. That the state 
was reliably republican went without saying. 
Texas was not more reliably the reverse. So 
the newspapers talked and doubtless so the 
distributors of the loaves and fishes at Wash- 
ington thought, for‘numerous were the moans 
that went up from the prairies of Kansas as 
one fat, sweet-savored fish followed another 
and the light, well-kneaded loaves 
were passed along to gratify the capacious ap- 
petite of Indiana, New York and other states 
of dubious political complexion. Asa sheer 
matter of fact Kansas received her full share 
of the offices, but not the share to which by 
reason of her prodigious republican yote she 
felt entitled. The first premonitions of ap- 
proaching trouble appeared in the wails of the 
disappointed, and they were many. The state 
patronage was also not distributed to the satis- 
faction of all the hungry and thirsty, and 
presently there arose a complaint from the 
young men that the “old crowd” 
were getting too much pudding, 
and a response from the “old crowd’’ 
that the youngsters were sticking their fingers 
in altogether too promiscuously. 

While this diversion was going on within the 
camp, congress was getting ready to sit and 
there occurred the controversy over the duty 
on silver-lead ore from Mexico, which under 
rulings hitherto had been admitted free, as 
silver, and were chiefly used in the mammoth 
smelter at Argentine, Kas. The deicision of 
Secretary Windom that these ores were 
dutiable as lead, threatened to destroy the 
growing smelting industry and immediately 
put Kansas ina bad frame of mind over the 
tariff. 

A year ago came the _ great crops, 
the largest the soil of Kansas had ever 
produced, and the farmers were jubilant. To 
the great disappointment and distress of the 
chief industry of the state, however, the 
market went to nothing, corn sold at the crib 
for 11 to 15 cents all winter, less than the cost 
of production; the alliance began doing mir- 
sionary work among the discontented of both 
parties, and by spring of 1890 there were 100,000 
memvers end nearly 1,000 suballiances in the 
state. The extraordinary gruw th of 4hic argan. 
ization is a phenomenonin Kansas. It did not 
increase with the steady growth of any 
similar organization of the past, but 
rather it came up “like an exhalation’’ 
from the soil and enveloped  aimost 
the entire farming population. What the 
strength of the alliance now is,.no one but its 
leaders know; and as itis secret in its meet- 
ings, membership and plans, no one else is 
likely to discover. 

The people’s party comprises this organiza- 
tion of the farmers and, in addition, the de- 
moralized and scattered remnants of the union 
labor party and the political nondescripts and 
scraps of all ages, nationalities, sects and 
conditions. It had been ‘‘fixed’’ that 
the first governor of the state, Hon. Charles 
Robins6én, should be the nominee for governor 
at the people’s convention of August 14th, in 
this city, to be endorsed by the democratic 
state convention of September 9th, at Wichita. 
This was so fully understood that Robinson 
was conceded, by democrats and republicans 
alike, to have the nomination in his hands, 
but, to the universal surprise as well as to the 
discomfiture of the political manipulators, he 
was defeated, and John Willits,a former re- 
publican and a farmer, was nominated in his 
place. The people’s ticket now in the field 
comprises democrats, republicans, third party 
prohibitionists and a ‘‘resubmissionist.’’ 

The average vote in 1888 was, for secretary 
of state, as follows: Republican, 182,511; 
democratic, 102,951; union labor, 38,182, and 
third party prohibition, 6,391—the total vote 
being 330,035. This year the total vote, it is 
estimated, will be anywhere from 230,000 to 
280,000. The good standing of the state in the 
census will help the republican party, while 
the partial crop failure will be compensated, 
in political effect, by the high prices. If the 
democrats endorse Ives, a democrat and ram- 
pant anti-prohibitionist, the allianee candidate 
for attorney general, the chances of his elect- 
ion are good, and the office of chief importance 
n the enforcement of prohibiticn will be 
captured. 

Such is the situation one week before the re- 
publican convention. Governor Humphrey and 
the state ofticers generally, whose places are to 
be filled this year, will be renominated by ac- 
clamation, with the exception of state treasurer 
and auditor. 

There will be one difficulty—the problem 
of how to treat the tariff question. 
The state is strongly for _ tariff 
reform and nearly every republican paper 
opposes the McKinley bill and endorses Sena- 
tor Plumb. How to handle this question puz- 
zles the party leaders, and wellit may. Thus 
far, such of the county and congressional con- 
ventions as have touched the subject at all, 
have spoken with vigorous accent for a revis- 
ion of the tariff on lines of re luced duties, not 
of duties strengthed and increased. 

A picturesque feature of the situation is the 
senatorial prospects of Mr. Ingalls. The alli- 
ance, led by The Kansas Farmer, has made a 
vigorous effort to weaken the senator. The 
ndications are that republican farm 
ers will vote for  representives un- 
favorable to Ingalls’s return. The state sen- 
ate holds over andis composed of thirty-nine 
republicans and one democrat. If, however, 
Mr. Ingalls comes out at a proper time with 
a vigorous speech for free silver-lead and 
follows it up, as he has been urged by his 
friendsto do, with a personal campaign among 
the schoolhouses of the state, he will probably 
be safe. 

Tunston has been renominated for his fourth 
time py acclamation. Perkins will be opposed 
by the president of the Farmers’ Alliance, Be 
Clover, already nominated. :

THE ANTI-TILLMAN SIDE WINS. 


The Unexpected Result in the Third South 
Carolina District. 

Cotumsi4, 8..C., Aug. 30.—]Special.]—The 
second primary election for congressman in 
the third district was held yesterday and all 
returns were received: this evening.’ 

It was remarkable ‘in two respects. The 
race was between D. K. Norris, one of the 
leading farmers’ movement men in the state, 
and George Johnston, a prominent lawyer 
and anti-Tillman man. 

The district by the convention plan has 
gone solidly for Tillman. The result of the 
primary shows that the anti-Tillman faction 
was correct in claiming that they could defeat 
Tillman if a primary was held. 

The district comprises one of the strongest 
Tillman sections of the state, but Norris was 
defeated by twenty-four votes. There were 
11,082 vote spolled :ajdifference(of thirteen votes 
on the other side would have elected the farm- 
ers’ man, 

The anti-Tillman faction is jubliant over 
their victory, which was unexpected. Colonel 
George Johnston is an able lawyer of the city 
of Newberry. Three years ago he had a quar- 
rel with a brother lawyer and shot him dead in 
the courtroom, being wounded himself. He was 
tried and acquitted. It is probable that this 
affair caused him to lose supporters, and his 
election under the circumstances is very re- 
markable. 


WITH CLOSED DOORS. 


Work of the Mississippi Constitutional 
Convention. 

JACKSON, Miss., August 30.—[Special.]— 
The convention not being in session today, 
only about fifty delegates are in the city. 

The suffrage committee was in session 
several hours with closed doors. It is under- 
stood that ex-Governor Alcorn in a speech 
boldly advocated a property qualification for 
suffrage, and characterized the other plans as 
mere expedients and make-shifts, which, at 
best, could only temporarily avail. 

There will be music in the air when the 
committee makes its report. The proposition 
to extend the right of suffrage to women who 
own $400 worth of taxable property, seems to 
be gaining in strength, and will giye rise 
to a great discussion when reported to the 
convention. 

WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE IDEA. 

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 30.—[Special.]}—The 
elective franchise committee was in session 
today considering the proposition to forma 
college of electors of representatives from 
each legislative division which shall have 
power to elect state officers. The committee 
made no progress in the matter, but there is 
not the slightest chance that such 
a scheme will be adopted. 

The Clarion Ledger, a paper published by 
the public printer of the state,and having 
something of an official character, is out today 
in opposition the the woman’s suffrage plan. 

Since the report of the attitude of the 
franchise committee, with respect to this sub- 
ject, has been made public, the woman’s 
suffrage idea has become the prevailing sub- 
ject. of comment among the delegates and 
citizens. While nothing definite is known as 
to the strength of woman suffrage on the plan 
of the convention, a strong undercurrent of 
sentiment is developing against the move- 
ment, which may imperi its success.

DEPARTURE 


Beruin, August 30.—[Copyrighted 1890 by 
the New York Associated Press.J—In the 
progress of negotiations for the entrance of 
Russia into Europe an entente is indicated by 
arrangements for autumn meetings of the sov- 
ereigns. Emperor William’s conference with 
the emperor of Austria is fixed for Septem- 
ber 14th,during the manceuvers in'Silesia. The 
czar will arrive at Fridensburg on jSeptember 
the 2d. He will stay there until the end of 
the month and will come to Berlin on October 
the 2d. Emperor William and the king of 
Saxony will be received by the emperor of 
Austria, at Vienna, and they will go on a 
shooting expedition to the Styrian Alps. The 
projected interview between Emperor 
William, the czar and Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph depends largely upon the Austrian govern- 
ment’s acceptance of the terms on which Em- 
peror William proposes the revision of the 
Berlin treaty. The opinion of foreign office 
officials here continues hopeful of a definite 
solution of the Balkn atroubles before the end 
of the year. 

A CONGRESS OF THE POWERS. 

It is probable that a congress of powers will 

be held early in the spring. The czar has 


.sent Grand Duke Michael, president of the 


Russian council, on a special mission to Paris 
to reassure the French government. The 
Moscow Gazette seeks to calm the fears ex- 
pressed by the French press in regard to the 
desertion of France by Russia, by declaring 
that the czar will persist in maintaining the 
balance of power, recognizing the fact that 
Russia and France have common interests and 
united responsibilities. France ought, there- 
fore, declares The Gazette, to remain abso- 
lutely tranquil. 

The report that Chancellor von Caprivi ob- 
tained the promise from M. Giers to abate the 
frontier tariff war is baseless. 

The question was not mooted at the confer- 
ence. 

RUSSIA INCREASING CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

A ukase issued today at St. Petersburg 
raises custom duties generally 20 per cent. 
The fact that coffee, cocoa, tea, sugar and coal 
imported through the western frontier and 
Baltic ports were exempted from the rise gives 
the semblance of confirmation to the report, 


but practically the ukase does not alter the 
restrictions of trade with Germany. The ob- 


ject of the ukase is declared to be to make the 
duties levied on gold correspond with the 
altered rate of exchange. It is further an- 
nounced that the ukase precedes a general re- 
vision of the tariff. 

Prominent among the measures agreed upon 
by Mr. Giers and Chancellor von Caprivi will 
be found one looking to the international re- 
pression of anarchists and nihilists, the czar 


desiring European concert on this matter. 


THE RIOTOUS SOCIALISTS, 

The riotous meeting of Berlin socialists at 
Friedrichshall has giventhe government a 
pretext for ordering a special military pre- 
caution against greater disorders. The 
Guards corps, forming the usual garrison 
here, is going tO vue mMeswureeey Inaving anle 
asmall detachment in charge of the depot. 
An infantry brigade of the Brandenburg corps 
will replace the guards. The tumult at 
Friedrichshall arose from an abusive attack 
made by Herr Wille upon Herr. Bebel. 
An immense majority of those 
present at the meeting voted 
confidence in the party’s deputies in the 
reichstag. Inarow subsequent tothe meet- 
ing a mob assailed the police with stones. The 
police charged the crowd with drawn sabers. 
Socialist papers complain bitterly of the dis- 
grace to the party arising from the obstructive 
rowdyism of the new section. 

THE CATHOLIC CONGRESS. 

The Catholic congress at Coblenz is holding 
a three days’ session. Six thousand persons 
are in attendance. The congress demands the 
reestablishment in Germany of all Catholic 
orders, including Jesuit, and the restoration of 
the pope’s temporal power. It also asks for 
government subvention for Catholic missions 
in German Africa. Thanks were voted to 
Emperor William for his attempts to establish 
social peace. The next congress will be held 
at Regensburg. 

DEPARTURE OF THE AMERICANS. 

A farewell dinner was given last night to 
the New York riflemen, who are visiting Ger- 
many. The banquet was held in the senators’ 
room of the Bremen rathskeller. President 
Hausschild, of the Bremen Rifle Association, 
toasted the guests. Mr. Sieburg, in reply, di- 
lpted upon their pleasant sojourn in Germany, 
and the comrade-like cordiality displayed by 
the Bremen riflemen. He said he was espe- 
cially grateful for the honorary membership 
in the Bremen corps conferred upon him by 
order of the Bremen Rifle Associa- 
tion. At 7 o’clock in the morning a 
band played before the Central hotel 
while the New Yorkers ate their breakfast on 
the terrace. At 8:30 o’clock the Americans 
proceeded, in full uniform, carrying banners 
and led by a band, to the railway station, 
where parting orations were delivered. A 
large crowd was present. The New Yorkers 
took a special train to Bremerhaven, where a 
reception was given them by four rifle associa- 
tions. The band of the Marine artillery 
played the American anthem. After the 
presidents of the rifle clubs had delivered 
farewell speeches, the Americans marched to 
the quay and, boarding a special tender, pro- 
ceeded to the Fulda, which was lying in the 
roadstead. Captain Sieburg addressed the 
Weser riflomen from the deck of the Fulda, 
and there were prolonged adieus as the vessel 
sped away.

The Secret of the Killing of Jadge Steiner 
at Reynosa. 

San Antonio, Tex., August 25 —It will be 
recailed thata week or more ago these dis- 
patches contained the briefannouncement of 
the killing in Reynosa,Mexico, of J udge Max 
Steiner, county judge of Hidalgo county, 
Tex., by Mts.

The parties 
had crossed the river atthe time to attend 
the fiestas at Reynosa, The tragedy has 
been involved in deep mystery until to-day, 
when the{following pathetic appeal was re- 
ceived here: 


Reynosa, Mex., August 20.—The American 
People: Fortwo months I have been in my 
bed, disabled from a ganshot wound in the 
foot. During all this time my wife, Maria 
Inez, whois but eighteen years old,almost from 
day to day has been followed up and insulted 
by one Max Steiner. He has even followed 
her with armed men; has questioned her 
virtue,and wrote a letter to the sheriff of 
Karnes county in which he expressed the be- 
lief that I was not married and that she was 
living in adultery with me. Being enceinte 
she was brought to bed prematurely and oar 
babe was lost, all through these unheard of 
terribie slurs and slanders cast upon her by 
this Steiner,and, defending that most dear to a 
womon, her virtue, she shot through the heart 
and forever sealed the polluted lips of a sian- 
derer of women’s virtue. The shooting occur- 
red in Reynosa, Tamaulipas, Mexico, on the 
17th inst. She, my wife, is now in jail at this 
place.

Interesting Figures From Dun & Co. 

Mr. John A. Donovan, of R. G. Dun & Co., 
mercantile agency, gives some interesting 
facts concerning the increased prosperity of 
the city and the surrounding section. He 
says: 

‘‘The volume of business transacted in At- 
Janta for the year ending August 30th is cer- 
tainly in excesss of any year’s transactions in 
the history of the city. 

“The large and successful crops made in 
1889-90 in the south, not only enabled the 
country merchants to sell more goods, but gave 
a@ surplus with which to pay up old debts and 
buy luxuries. 

“To have another season of equally as great 
if not greater promise is now not merely a 
prospect, but almost an absolute certainty. 

“The monied stringency now existing in 
New York, the financial center of the coun- 
try, will not, in my judgment, continue much 
longer. Two hundred and fifty million dol- 
Jars will be added to the wealth of the country 
in the next three or four months by the south 
from its cotton crop.

‘Georgia for the first six months ending July 
4, 1888, had 106 failures, with liabilities of 
$1,675,011. For the six months ending July 
1, 1889, there were seventy-nine failures, with 
liabilities of $689,376. For the six months end- 
ing July 1, 1890, there were sixty-three fail- 
ures, with liabilities of $362,930. This decrease 
in business disasters is very suggestive, es- 
pecially when it is remembered that each of 
the above mentioned periods increased from 
10 to 20 per centin revenue of business over 
corresponding periods. 

*“‘The disposition and character of a city be- 
comes as well established among its sister 
cities and towns as does that of an individual 
among his associates. 

“The generous policy of Atlanta, as a-city, 
has made for its people friends in every state 
of the union, and our trade has grown mighty 
and far-reaching, and from a half.dozen strug- 
giing jobbers of the Atlanta of 1870, more 
than 200 business concerns are now represented 
by nearly 1,000 Atlanta drummers in ten 
southern states.” 

Manager Leonard, of Bradstreet’s. 

Upon the subject of Atlanta’s prosperity, 
Mr. Henry C. Leonard, of Bradstreet’s, makes 
the following remarks: 

“Financially, Atlanta was never in a more 
healthy condition than she is today. This can 
be seen by reference to our ofticia] reports, 
which are most complete in every respect. 
The showing, while it seems a flattering one, 
only gives Atlanta credit for what she really 
has done. 

‘There have been fewer failures during the 
past fiscal year of 1889-90 than. have been 
known in many years in the history of so large 
and growing acity as Atlanta. In fact. you 
might say that there have been no failures at 
all worth mentioning, as those that did occur 
were among small concerns, which did com- 
paratively no business. 

“The reports, too, of the merchants here are 
better than I have ever known them before. : 
Many are rated so much higher as to show 
® considerable increase in the volume 
and capital of their’ business, while 
others haye almost doubled theirs. Manufac- 
tures also are on the rapid increase, and many 
of Atlanta’s manufactured products find 
ready markets in northern states. 

‘Considering everything, the city at present 
is in the midst of a more prosperous era than it 
has ever seen before, and at the present rate of 
increase in wealth, the city’s prosperity will be 
indicative of the unbounded enterprise of 
which the people of the south are capable.”’ 

Secretary Saunders. 

Mr. H. G. Saunders, secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, speaks in the highest terms 
of the outlook for Atiania’s coming business 
year. Judging by the condition of Atlanta’s 
Chamber of Commerce, she is in the heighth of 
prosperity. Mr. Saunders said: 

“The membership of the chamber has 
reached its limit, 350 members. According to

“Atlanta is, without doubt, the great dis- 
tributing point of the south. Her numerous 
manufacturing and wholesale businesses, some 
of which have connections in a dozen differ- 
ent states, clearly justify this statement. The 
annual sales of her 217 wholesale houses aggre- 
gate about $80,000,000, and with an annual re- 
tail business of $35,000,000, and $28,000,000 of 
manufactured products, her annual business 
is represented by $143,000,000. 
‘The cotton businesin the city isnow ina 
most healthy state. 
cotton handled by Atlanta merchants during 
the last year was 270,000 bales. 
“While itis true that a great deal of this 
cotton does not pass through the city, the 
profit made on itcomes directly to Atlanta, 
and is distributed amongst Atlanta mer- 


chants. 

“The extent of the horse and mule trade in 
the city is almost incredible. During the 
busy season, from October to March, Atlanta 
handles almost as much stock as does St. 
Louis for the entire year. The total amount 
of this trade in Atlanta last year was 2,160 
carloads, containing 47,580 head, and haying a 
value of $5,462,000. 

‘‘Our manufactories make everything from 
a pin to a locomotive, and have increased in 
number in the last ten yeass from 196 to 585. 
The capital thus employed in 1880 was $2,- 
468,456, today it is $13,109,000, and 
they now give employment to 12,49 
hands, whereas the number then was 
only 3,680. New industries are constantly 
being projected and within less than ten years 
it will be entirely unnecessary fora merchant 
or citizen to go outside the city for any article 
of manufactured product he may desire. 

‘‘A mong the other industries of the city the 
lumber business and the cotton seed oil indus- 
try take the lead. Atlantais the largest center 
of the cotton seed oil industry east of the 
Mississippi. With the three factories, which 
have a crushing capacity of. 60,000 tons 
in six months, the value of the industry in the 
city is about $850,000 per year. 

“Other industries have increased in like 
proportion during the past ten years, more 
especially the manufacture of fertilizers and 
the buggy and carriage industry. The value 
of the fertilizers which are manufactured in 
the city each year is $1,500,000. While other 
industries have not made such rapid advances, 
still they increase as the home demand in- 
creases, and with the increased demand for 
domestic productions is the heightened pros- 
perity of the city to come.”’ 

With the Manufacturers. 

It is impossible, of course, to give in a short 
newspaper article any more than a mere indi- 
cation of the city’s business. THE CONSTITU- 
TION reporters, inthe talks they have had with

WHITE SLAVERY, OR “THE MARK 
OF THE BEAST.” 


An Interview with Toombs—How Hayne 
Met Death—Phonographing Bird Songs 


The great ocean of social discontent is con- 
stantly throwing up some new sign of its 
wrath, some new warning of the changes it 
proposes to make in the lives of allof us. The 
most notable indication was Edward Bellamy’s 
book, when we consider the great eagerness 
with which its doctrines were gulped down by 
discontented thousands, 

One of the most important since, appeared 
gast winter under the title of ‘“Metzerott, Shoe- 
maker,’’ and now comes another by the same 
author. Miss Katharine Pearson Woods in 
her latest book, ‘‘Tbhe Mark of the Beast,” 
makes a passionate appeal in behalf of the 
poor women who are oppressed by the sweating 
aystem. An extended notice of the book ap- 
pears on this page. 

Of other matter there is an interesting assort- 
ment. 


The Mark of the Beast. 

The name of this story is enough to provoke 
@ reading, and the name traced to its source is 
@ll the more impressive. 

The beast spoken of in the book of Revela- 
tions is here interpreted as the mammon of 
selfishness, which makes so much misery 
in the world. This, according to the idea of 
the story, is to be overthrown by the abolition 
of private property, and the establishment of 
communism of the Bellamy order. 

To the communistic ideas now so popular in 
the crowded cities, she adds the passionate 
zeal of a religious convert who is ready to 
throw away the conventionalities and the 
pleasures of life and devote herself to the pro- 
motion of what she calls the brotherhood of 
man. The zeal which first exhibited itself 
in a temporary withdrawal from secular 
life into religious orders, she now manifests 


in fiction ofa fervent type, wherein literary 


skill and dramatic power are made subservi- 
ent toa powerful attack on the “‘sweating’’ 
system among factories which give out 
garments to be made by poor women at starva- 
tion prices. As usual, when fiction is used as 
the vehicle of propaganda, artistic consistency 
is to some extent lost sight of, but for all that, 
the vehicle is none the less swift to bear its 
burden. 

As a method of attack against existing evils, 
the power of fiction has been known since the 
time when Dickens laid bare the social ulcers 
of municipal life; but itis only of late that 
we begin to realize the danger of fiction when 
used as the vehicle of an argument for an idea 
in sociology, religion, or any department of 
thonght which touches upon public policy or 
private morals, 

In securing a hearing, fiction has all the ad- 
vantage of the concrete over the abstract, and 
in presenting an idea as applied to the lives of 
men and women, it reaches and appeals to the 
vast multitude who would never listen to an 
abstract argument. 

It has for the unscrupulous the opportunity 

f presenting, as fact for the basis of an 

arcument, whatever it finds convenient. The 
oily safeguard against this evil in fiction, 
when used as a vehicle for argument, is the 
fundamental fact that the imagination cannot 
fashion anything which will move the 
great deeps of humanity’s heart unless 
it be founded on . some deep and 
moving fact; for our hearts, 
dark as they are, and bad as they have been 
:painted, respond irstinctively to the truth and 
rebel continually at a lie. Whoever founds 
his argument upon a falsehood will have the 
lic exposed, and the weapon he has let fly will 
azebound like a boomerang upon his own head. 
But here the reverse is the case. The story 
shows with tragic plainness, and as it were, by 
a flash of lightning, the misery of white 
slavery under the sweating system, and 
portrays, in the ghastly lines of blood, some 
dcepemsocial horrors that follow when the 
face of the poor is ground between the upper 
and the nether millstone of merciless com- 
petition. These terrible realities are shown 
with a powerful realism that spares neither 
the objects of its attack nor the sympathies of 
the reader. After reading some parts of this 
book one recalls from it with a sense of sick- 
ening horror hardly less than experienced after 
witnessing the wretchedness among the slums 
of a great city. The realism, however, is not 
the diabolical and hopeless portraiture of 
eroticism, and a social ulcer is revealed, not as 
a dime museum monstrosity, but as something 
lamentable that must be cured. 

Such a powerful exposure must do a great 
deal toward the removal of the evil. It has 
aiready done much to focus public attention 
upon the disease; and reformis an inevitable 
result, when a crying evil is brought under the 
fierce and scorching light of publicity. 

Thus far the effect of the story is good, and 
powerfully good, but it becomes evil and to 
some extent dangerous when in even vaguely 
suggests tle communism of Bellamy as the 
remedy. Communism, now politely called so- 
cialism, is 4 very old delusion which has been 
the ignis fatuus of reformers so long 
that the memory of man run- 
meth not to the contrary. It is no 
gew thing, butevery now and then takes a 
new lease on life. It always puts on new 
clothes, and every time something different in 
appearance from the last, though somewhere 
beneath the amiable colors of benevolence the 
cloven hoof of sclfishness is sure to appear. 

Humanity hasa topography as inevitable 
and as necessary to its. well-being 
as the topography of the earth, 
and were the world’s population reduced to a 
dead level of equality, it would become as 
dreary and barren a waste as a country without 
mountains or forests. In the autonomy of na- 
ture, the mountains and their trees have a 
maternal partin bringing down the refresh- 
ment of the clouds and the smiles of heaven: 
and from the fountains of the forests, perenial 
blessings flow. Tear away the trees. and 
the floods gradually reduce the mountains.

In like manner, if you 
Strip all tho individuality off the loftiest 
giants of the race, the topography of human- 
ity will be destroyed, and the arid, unproduct- 
iveness of the Sahara will ensue.

An Interview With Toombs. 

Frank A. Burr has an interesting arti¢le in 
Lippincott’s Magazine under the head of ‘‘The 
Art of Interviewing.’”’ And as illustrations 
of the ups and downs of an interviewer, he 
gives the following account of an interview 
with General Robert Toombs: 

“Tt was a beautiful afternoon, late in June, 
and Mr. Toombs sat upon the broad porch, 
enjoying the breeze that was tempering the 
southern sun. 

‘Mr. Stephens had given me a strong letter 
to the old-time statesman, urging him to re- 
ceive me as his friend and to speak with me 
freely upon the matters about which I desired 
toinquire. He had also warned me not to 
allow Mr. Toombs’s manner to disturb me in 
the least, no matter what he might say. So 
when I ascended the steps I was prepared for 
whatever might occur. The veteran was 
then partially blind, and the letter of intro- 
duction had to be read to him. He heard it 
and then turned to meina yery abrupt man- 
ner and said; 

‘‘So you are another d——d yankee, come 
all the way from the north tosee me? Don’t 
you know, sir, that [am analien? I have no 
respect for this government, and mighty little 
for the people who live under it. I haven’t 
been north but once since the war. Then I 
stopped over in beens. wie and went up to 
see Grant,who was president. I said, ‘General 
Grant, I never travel thuough a foreign 
country without calling on the chief of police; 
and IE think you are the biggest one ever 
saw. Therefore I am here to pay my respects, 
as is my custom.’’’ 

‘For a time which seemed to me to be an 
hour Mr. Toombs in very forcible language ex- 
pressed himself about yankees; and when he 


stopped long enough for me to make an inquiry, 


I said: 

“Mr. Stephens was anxious I should call 
upon you,” 

“Oh, yes, you yankees have made a fool of 
Stephens ever since the war, and he thinks 
pretty well of you; but I don’t.”’ 

‘Very well,” said I. ‘‘Itis too late for me 


to return to Crawfordsville tonight, and if you | 


will be kind enough to direct me to the hotel I 
will be obiiged to you.” 
“Do you mean toinsult me, sir? Ido not 
permit a hotel to exist in Washington. mere | 
entleman who has money to pay 
otel bill, sir, is weleome to my and 
live, sir, upon ancestral acres that have

handed down to me from and to which 

there has never been a acknow 

either the existence or the authority of 
lasted government.’’ 

“This incident and speech broke the ice. 
Mr. Toombs directed a servant to take my 
horse, and soon I was sipping a julep from a 
great silver cup and c ng with one of the 
most interesting men I have ever met. I tar- 
ried with him for some time. The next da 
we went over to the railroad station, -calle 
upon Mr. Stephens, and then took the train 
for Atlanta. He treated me with princely 
hospitality, and during our association gave 
me an interview that was not only uniquein 
its character, but of great value to me. hen 
we parted, he had atoned a hundred times for 
the bluff he gave me when I presented my let- 
ter of introduction. As I bade him good-by, 


said: 

‘If I didn’t know that you were a yankee, 
I would have thought that you belonged to 
this section; but that don’t matter, you are 
always welcome to my house.’ ”’ 

“As a general rule, public men from the 
south are } pam easy to interview. They like 
to talk, and usually talk well.”’ 

Mr. Burr strings together some interesting 
remarks about interviews with Jefferson Davis, 
General Gordon and others. 

“Almost immediately after my visit to and 
talk with Mr. Toombs—-which was, by the 
way, a terrific assault upon Mr. Davis and his 
book-—I started for Beauvoir, the home of the 
confederate ex-president. On my way, Sena- 
tor Ben Hill, who had given mea strong per- 
sonal letter to Mr. Davis, flashed me the 
story, which caught me on the train, of Gen- 
eral Garfield’s assassination. This startling 
news I carried to Mr. Davis. 

‘He at once began discussing the effect of 
General Garfield’s death upon the country. 
I followed his words closely, merely making a 
suggestion now and then, to call out some 
new idea. Then I endeavored several times 
to shift the conversation to other channels, 
but he would always return to the first. one. 
In my anxiety to approach the subject in my 
mind and closest to my heart, I came near 
making a fatal error, which, but for a social 
ee would have sent me home shorn. 
i said: ; 

‘*‘Mr, Davis, I have been south fora month 
permitting the different confederate generals 
and statesmen to criticise your book for them- 
selyes, and I approach you that you may speak 
upon their criticisms through the newspaper I 
represent.’ 

‘‘Mr. Davis’s face assumed a very serious air, 


and he drew hiimself up, saying, quiteemphat- 


ically: 

‘Sir, I have never permitted myself to be 
catechised upon any of my public acts, or upon 
any matters upon which I have acted, or chosen 
to speak of.’ 

“T thought I was gone, when a tall, stately, 
magnificent woman appeared in the doorway, 
and was at once presented by her distinguished 
husband, who informed her that I was a friend 
of, and had just come from, Senator Hill. She 
turned the conversation into a social vein, and 
before it had ended the ice of austerity had en- 
tirely melted. 

‘‘Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll, like General 
Gordon, of Georgia, is just the kind of man 
that a journalist likes to meet for business 
purposes. Both are fine talkers and say 
original things. If the subject is very im- 
portant, Colonel Ingersoll will write it out for 
you while you wait. He does dislike to be 
misquoted, and he says that interviewers so 
often miss the mark that he prefers to do the 
work himself when he will talk at all. 

‘‘Women, asa general thing, furnish lots of 
amusements to the interviewer. As a rule, 
they start in with the emphatic declaration 
that they will not saya word. Then they go 
on and tell you all you want, anda good deal 
more besides.”’ 

How Hayne Met Death. 

John Eliot Bowen pays a handsome tribute 
to Paul Hayne in the current number of 
Lippincott’s Magazine. He closes by repro- 
ducing the last two letters he received from 
the poet. 

After speaking of some winter sonnets which 
the bitter weather had inspired, and which he 
had sent for publication, he went on to say: 

I think you'll regretto hear that I am being 
forced now to gather together and draw in all the 
strings, 80 to speak, of my life and business, 
since the winter, still upon us, has well-nigh fin- 
ished me. In confidence, sacred confidence, I 


may tell you that some nights agolI had a serious 
hemorrhage, this time from the lungss I -was 


standing about i2 o’clock one night by the fire in 


my parlor, everybody having retired, when sud- 


denly I felt as if a giant had ine by the throat, and 


the next instant the blood came welling up. I 
sunk half unconscious into a chair, and when 
artially restored went to bed without even tell- 
ng my wife. This probably is the beginning of 
the end, and, but for some I love, it would be wel- 
come. NotthatIintend to give up! Bless you! 
that sort of thing isn't in my blood. Pardon such 
a gruesome confidence. Your notes have made 
me feel very cordially toward you. God be with 
you, my young friend, in this strange world of 
ours. 

I will quote entire the last note I received 
from Mr. Hayne; and I will close this brief 
article, which is my tribute to the memory of 
the southern poet, with a stanza from the 
words his son spoke at the father’s grave. 
The letter was written in pencil, and ran as 
follows: 

2ist February, 1886: I cannot tell you, my dear 
Mr. Bowen, how touched I was by your last kind 
letter. Yes, we have been drawn to each other 
during our correspondencejof the year or so past, 
andif “Kismet” be not indeed written on my 
brow, and I can survive this wretched winter, we 
may possibly meet in the flesh. But, alas! it is 
improbable. I can’t tell you how I loathe a “‘cow’s 
death,’’—as the old Norsemen used to express it, 
—and the prospect of a protracted illness 
nearly drives me wild! I would lead (weak as I 
ain) a “forlorn hope” tomorrow in any righteous 
cause, only to procure the welcome ‘quittance”’ 
of a bullet through brain or heart!—One quick 
pang, and then—ireedom! freedom !—in perform- 
ance of sacred duty! You comprehend this feel- 
ing—I am almost sure you do. Of course it proves 
a lamentable feebleness of willon my part. One 
ought certainly to be ready to “suffer and be 
strong; yetis. there much in constitution, in 
temperament—and I find patient endurance s0 
difticult! Pardon suchegotism. Once for all, I 
desire toexpress my sincere sense of all your 
kindness, and believe me, here and beyond, faith- 
fully yours, PAUL H. HAYNE.

It occurs to me that it might be auite possi- 
ble to take down every note of a bird’s song by 
means of the pRonograph, and then, by rey 
ducing them more at leisure, they could be 
written down ‘‘in score’ by any musician, art 
and nature thus going hand in hand. I may 
be wrong, but that is what occurred to me as a 
‘thappy thought’ while I listened to those 
liquid notes of the song-thrush on the bough 
overhead.

Had the negro been armed with anything 
but a dull stump of a knife, the gashes in- 
flicted as they were would have certainly 
caused death from loss of blood. 

One of the cuts on his head extends fully 
six inches from the base of the brain around 
under the and to the side of the chin. 

Two others are below this one across the 
side of the neck, escaping the jugular vein but 
the merest part of an inch. ' 

J.H. Hoagland, a white machineist, work- 
ing at the Withers foundry, was alsc cut on 
the hand by the negro while assisting the 
policeman in making the arrest. 

The cutting occurred near the East Tennes- 
see shops, about 9 o’clock. 

Policemah Dukes, who is a supernumerary, 
had been to the city making some purchases. 
He had not been on duty yesterday, and was 
going to his home, corner of Cooper and 
Georgia avenue. 

He got off the Pryor street dummy at Geor- 
gia avenne and was on his way home when a 
disorderly negro attracted his notice. The 
negro was following and quarrelling with a 
negro woman who begged the policeman to 
arrest him. 

Officer Dukes told the negro, Dobbs, to go 
on about his business or he would have to 
take him down. This made the negro mad 
and he turned on the officer, cursing and de- 
fying him to attempt his arrest. 

About this time Mr. Hoagland came up 
and the policeman asked him to help arrest 
the negro, who had moved off a few yards.

Patrolman Dukes was almost fainting from 
loss of blood, and his clothing was saturated 
and torn. 

The knife with which the cutting was done 
was dropped on Pryor street by the ofticer who 
ha(l taken it from Debbs at the time of the 
cutting. 

The negro’s head was cut slightly by the 
blow from the pistol butt, but othewise he 
was not hurt. 

Officer Dukes says he could have easily shot 
Dobbs, but did not want to hurt him any more 
than he could help. 

He was then taken to Dr. Johnson’s office, 
where his wounds were dressed. 

Mr. Hoagland was given over to Dr. Dan

The Year of Jubilee. 

This will be a year of jubilee in the south. 
Never in the history of the country has she 
been blessed with more abundant crops, and 
never since the war have the farmers of this 
section been so nearly free from debt. 
Coupled with this, the great developments 
which have put spindles to whirling in the 
cotton fields, made Alabama the third state 
in pig iron production, and filled the land 
with life and hope—all these happy circum- 
stances combined with the free flow of cur- 
rency, enlarged by the passage of the silver 
bill, fill the land with tidings of comfort and 
joy. 
Standing at the threshold of a new decade, 
and taking account of the one that is finished, 
the south finds herself a great gainer in agri- 
culture, manufactures and population. 

Of agricultural products the whole country 
produced $2,200,000,000 in 1880, to which 
the south contributed $612,000,000, or about 
28 per cent. Secretary Rusk’s last report 
shows that the whole value of agricultural 
products in the United States year before 
last was a few millions less than in 1880, so 
we may reasonably conclude that the total 
for this year will not be much more than it 
was ten years ago—probably $2,300,000,000 
at the outside. Of this the south produces 
$1,000,000,000—-or about 43} percent. Thus 
the gain of the south in agricultural products 


country. 
In manufactures the gain has been even 


more remarkable. From an insignificant po- 
sition among the manufacturing states Ala- 


bama has multiplied furnaces until her out- | 


put is only exceeded by Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. At the sametime cotton manufacture 
has made marvelous strides throughout the 
south, and we are about to advance from the 
lower grades of sheeting and plaid domestics 
to prints, bleached domestics and other high 
class fabrics. Already southern jeans have 
virtually run everything else out of southern 
markets and are carrying the war into 
Africa. The lumber business, in the mean- 
time, has grown amazingly, and Inmbermen 
in the northwest, like the Pennsylvania iron- 
men, are seeking a more profitable field of 
operations in the southern states. 

With the growth of these and a thousand 
other industries, the south has acquired a 
sturdy spirit of independence and a hopeful 
self-reliance, which are the prophecy of her 
future greatness; as she rises into ascendancy 
in material matters the wholesome habit of 
thinking for themselves is enfranchising the 
southern people from dependence upon the 
domipnant soctivi fur bovks and ideas and 
patterns of civilization. In art, in industry 
and in education we are creating institutions 
upon patterns of our own, perfected in the 
wisdom of experience, better and more con- 
sistent with free government than anything 
the more populous states have yet produced. 
While our pig iron furnaces are built upon 
patterns that profit by the experience of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, we are establishing edu- 
cational systems that will make men, while 
apart of New England, with a compulsory 
routine of cast-iron uniformity, is doing its 
best to make educated automatons. 

In the meantime, most of the southern 
states have increased their population by 20 
or 25 per cent, a ratio equaled by only a few 
of the New Eng!and or middle states. The 
northwestern states show a greater ratio of 
gain, but it is by the influx of foreign popu- 
lation, largely leavened with anarchy and 
socialism—-and from all such isms may the 
good Lord deliver us, though we would gladly 
reccive representative citizens from England, 
Ireland, Germany, France, and other parts 
of Europe. In all that goes to make a de- 
sirable population we are a little behind the 
western states, and now that the west is 
about taken up with homesteads, we will 
have the ear of such immigrants as we desire 
to add to ourpopulation. Climate will bring 
many native born citizens of the bleak north- 
west, and the educational movement through- 
out the south will accelerate the tide of white 
men coming south. This alone will settle 
the race problem—by giving us such a ma- 
jority that all cavil and all cause for irrita- 
tion will cease. 

For this and all that we have enumerated 
above, and for a thousand untold blessings, 
the south gives thanks.

A Celebrated Case, 

Our readers have not forgotten the May- 
brick case. 

A year or so ago Mrs. Maybrick, a beauti- 
ful lady, formerly of Mobile, and related to 
many of the best families in the south, was 
tried and convicted in Liverpool, England, 
of poisoning her husband by administering 
arsenic to him while he was ill. 

Mrs. Maybrick was sent to prison for life, 
but since her trial evidence has accumulated 
showing beyond all doubt that her husband 
was a confirmed arsenic eater. The prin- 
cess of Wales was urged to interfere: in be- 
half of the condemned woman, but she re- 
plied that it was her rule to let justice take 
its course. Appeals were made to the home 
secretary and the queen, but without suc- 
cess. 

All this did not discourage the prisoner’s 
sympathizers. <A society was organized in 
England with a branch in this country for 
the express purpose of securing her pardon. 
New developments are coming to light, and 
‘ft is hoped that the unfortunate American 
lady will soon be released. According to 
a London special, two of the most noted 
physicians in England have just issued a 
pamphlet in which they prove that Mr. 
Maybrick’s symptoms pointed to acute dys- 
pepsia, and that the quantity of arsenic 
found in his stomach was consistent with 
the tlreory that it was medicinally adminis- 
tered. Several thousand copies of this 
pamphiet have beer circulated, and sympa- 
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Another appeal will shortly be made to the

In a case of this kind the victim’s lack of 
virtue should not be regarded as conclusive 
proof that she is guilty of murder. Other 
facts are needed to justify her conviction, 
and without them she should be turned 
loose, no matter whether she was a true or 
a false wife. 


Looking Forward. 
The Manufacturers’ Record, commenting 


on the wonderful work accomplished by the 


south in railroad-building during’ the past 
two years, in which time 20,000 miles of 
new rails have beenflaid,—-an increase of 100 
per cent over 1880—takes a peep into the 
future and asks: ‘*Will the same rate of 
increase continue during the next ten 
years, and thus give the south over 80,000 
miles of railroad in 1900?”’ 

This is an interesting ‘question, but The 
Record thinks it is quite possible that it will, 
and predicts that ten years hence the south 
will have double its present railroad mileage. 
Then an interesting comparison is given of 
the total mileage and number of square 
miles per mile of railroad in the west and 
south. For the central western states the

he average of these fourteen southern 
states, says The Record, was 19.8 square 
miles to the mile of railroad, or in other 
words, *‘the amount of territory to the mile 
of railroad was two anda quarter times as 
great in the south as in these western states. 

The Record then ealls attention to the 
vast agricultural resources of the south, 
where land produces more to the acre than 
ean be obtained in the western states; to 
the southern forests that will supply millions 
of tons of freight; our vast coal and iron in- 
terests, ‘‘which alone would justify the 
building of many thousand miles of new 
road,’’ and the rapid development which is 
going on all along the industrial line. The 
Reeord concluces as follows: 

A caroful study of the south and the prospects 
for its development will convince any one that ten 
years hence it will absolutely need as many miles 
of road in proportion to area as these nine western 
States now enjoy. Onthis basis it would require 
over 87,090 miles of road, or 47,000 miles more than 
it now has. Certainly it seems reasonable then to 
predict an increase of at least 40,000 miles. The 
magnituce of the south’s development in the next 
decade i8 scarcely realized now, and hence to 
many these figures will look large, but the south 
doubled its mileage between 1830 and 1890, and we 
believe it will do it between 1890 and 1900, espe- 
cially in view of the fact thatin every line of in- 
dustry the progress during the next ten years will 
far exceed that of the last ten. 

The faith of our contemporary is well 
founded, and it is not unreasonable to hope 
that its splendid prophecies will be fulfilled. 
The work of the past isa good basis from 
which to outline the work of the future. It 
is always a forward movement with the 
south; there can be no retrogression. As 
the record of the last ten years in this mat- 
ter of railroad-building alone is far in excess 
of all former records, why should not the 
year 1900 double the record of 1890? We 
are not dreamers and enthusiasts now; we 
are workers; and there awaits the south a 
golden industrial day which will make her 
the wonder and envy of the nations, 


Increasing Debt of the Counties. 

The census of public indebtedness will 
briag out many interesting and significant 
facts, and it has already given a warning 
against the increase of county indebtedness. 

The Washington correspondent of The St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat sends his paper an 
interesting review of the report from all the 
organized counties of the country. 

The 2,728 reported show a net inerease of 
16 per centin their debt. The increase of 
bonded indebtedness is 20 per cent, but the 
diminution of floating debts reduce the net 
increase to16 per cent. Thrifty New Eng- 
land shows little county indebtedness, ex- 
cept in Massachusetts and the southern 
counties of New Hampshire. The maps, 
which are shaded in proportion to the 
amount of indebtedness show the instructive 
fact that there is a tendency among counties 
to follow the example of their neighbors. 
This is particularly true in New York, where 
the heavily bonded counties are almost in- 
variably found in one group, while the coun- 
ties without debt are together; so that the 
map shows tiers of dark counties and groups 
of light-colored ones. 

The greatest indebtedness and the great- 
est increase within the decade is found in 
the northwestern states. Among the south- 
ern states Texas makes the best showing, 
probably on account of the immense re- 
sources she has in land. Georgia shows 
some increase of debt and also an increase 
of sinking funds, which is the casein Ala- 
bama and Tennessee. 

The state of affairs in South Carolina 
counties partially accounts for the discontent 
of the farming masses overthere. There is 
an aggregate county indebtedness of nearly 
a million, with no sinking fund. The county 
debt in sume instances increases the rate of 
taxation, as we learn from another source, 
to about 2 percent for all purposes. This 
grew outof the system of bonding militia 
districts to encourage railroad-building. 

Taken in a general way, those portions of 
the union where the greatest development of 
resources is going on, show more indebted- 
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and there-is’a steady movement of young 
men to the west. It cannot be taken for 
granted that an increase of indebtedness is 
always a bad sign. But there’is no doubt 
that in some regions the load of debt is be- 
ginning to be a millstone round the necks of 
the people. Parts of the northwest are cry- 
ing for relief, and our sister, South Carolina, 
though she carries ‘a moderate state debt, has 
evidently gone too far in some of her coun- 
ties. No doubt many counties in Georgia 
would be in the same predicament but for 
an earlier redemption of our state and for 
the wise provision of our constitution, 

When we get the reports in detail it will 
be profitable for the county commissioners 
and the press of Georgia to study the figures 
well and compare the indebtedness of the 
different sections in relation both to devel- 
opment and depression.

The industrious and economical colored 
citizens of Atlanta are a happy and pros- 
perous set of people. 

In another column will be found some 
facts and figures that will be of more than 
local interest. The representative colored 
men who figure on our taxbooks as property 
owners all have about the same story to tell. 
With hardly an exception they take little or 
no stock in politics,and devote themselves to 
their trade or business. Twenty-five years 
avo they emerged from slavery, with no cap- 
ital except the trades learned under their 
old masters. They found it easy to get as- 
sistance from their white neighbors, and 
there was no prejudice to bar them from ob- 
taining work or business. 

These men are republicans. They say 
that they have always voted the national 
republican ticket without interference, while 
in local affairs they have run an independ- 
ent schedule. ‘They have paid but little at- 
tention to the force bill, and the majority 
speak out against it. 

There is a lesson to be learned from the 
busy lives of these progressive colored men, 
They make it plaimthat there is in the south 
absolutely no obstacle to bar their way. 
They early in life showed a disposition to be 
orderly, moral, industrious and thrifty, let- 
ting politics alone and sticking to their busi- 
ness; their white fellow-citizens gave them 
every opportunity they desired, and aided 
them when they were in need. 

There are no very rich men among these 
ex-slaves, but many of them are well-to-do, 
and they continue to accumulate property. 
If they keep up their present rate of progress 
the next generation will see the brother in 
black looming up as a large property holder. 

Our northern friends will find food for 
thought in this brief chapter. They cannot 
fail to see that the negro in the south is toa 


great extent just what he chooses to make | 


himself. If he is idle, wasteful and vicious, 
he will feel the evils of poverty in common 
with the whites of that class. If heis a 
good citizen he will find plenty of work, and 
if he saves his money he will get ahead in 
the world. The testimony of the negroes 
shows that their politics will not operate 
azainst them so leng as théy. behave them- 
selves. ‘They admit that they vote without 
interference, and meet with fair and kindly 
treatment. Ifthey are let alone by their 
mistaken friends on the outside they will 
never know that there is such a thing as a 
race problem.

IN THE BARBECUE BELT. 


The late Colonel Albert Lamar, whose per- 
sonality was as genial as his pen was bitter, 
used to have a theory that there could be un- 
successful barbecues in Georgia, outside of a 
well-defined, and limited territory. He was 
very fond of this theory, and he was in the 
habit of nursing and discussing it by the hour, 
whenever he found himself sur- 
rounded by congenial and _ appreciative 
listeners, which was not seldom. This territory 
Colonel Lamar called the Barbecue Belt, and 
itisaname that ought tostick. The Barbe- 
as outlined by Colonel Lamar, 
reaches from Lincoln county inthe east to 
Heard county on the west,and covers a strip of 
country running from fifty to seven- 
ty-five miles wide. A glance at 
the map will show that Putnam 
county is in the center of this belt, asit is 
also the geographical center of the state. 

It is probable that the modern barbecue is 
the survival of a barbarian orgie, but it has 
developed, like so many other relics of barbar- 
ism, into an affair as serious as it is 
savory. For a barbecue to be 
thoroughly successful, its sccial basis 
must be perfect, and when this fact is taken 
into consideration, Colonel Lamar’s imaginary 
belt becomes thoroughly suggestive. It isin 
fact the pathway blazed across the state by the 
revolutionary pioneer, and inits limits are to be 
found the grace and refinement that are neces- 
sary to produce the most perfect social 
results. A barbecue may be ever so 
well prepared, but it cannot be a 
success unless to its enjoyment is brought the 
zest that is born of generations of culture and 
gentle breeding. This being so, the Barbeeue 
Belt, outlined by Colonel Lamar, has what 
may be called a historic foundation. 

n Putnam county, during the past seventy- 
five years, the barbecue has been brought to 
its highest perfection as a means of social 
organization. In the old days the contests 
between the whigs and democrats was made 
the excuse of the barbecue, but even then it 
was of a more social than political feature. 
Now the political element has subsided alto- 
gether and the social feature remains perma- 
nent. Before the alliance was organized 
the farmers of Putnam had their ag- 
ricultural societies in the various districts of 
the county, and there was a friendly rivalry, 
among them in the matter of barbecues, and 
this feeling has been carried into the alliance. 
Not long ago West'Putnam gave a barbecue 
at Avaiona, to which the whole county was 
invited. Last Friday East Putnam, not to be 
outdone, gave one at Wesley Chapel, at which 
all were made more than welcome. 

It was at this barbecue that Gen- 
eral Gordon was invited to . speak 
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‘to the 


alliance. Whether the governor was aware of 


this fact I do not know, but it seemed to ‘me 
that he was engaged in feeling his way with 
the crowd. He had no hesitation in defining 
his position. He teiterated what he had said 
in his Atlanta speech, and then proceeded to 
explain why he is opposed to the subtreasury 
plan.

At 1 o’clock this morning the clear 
water basin at the waterworks was opened 
and a stream of water equal to the Chat- 
tahoochee river began pouring out.

] O NOT DELAY IN BU YING ON AGOGO 
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NOW FOR THE THEATER. 


Two Attractions at DeGive’s—News of In- 
terest From the Theatrical World—The 
Gossip That Goes Around. 


ee rn eee 


“Ned” Sothern’s appearance in Jerome K. Je- 
rome’s “The Master of Woodbarrow” receives a 
mild sort of praise, but there is nothing to indi- 
cate that the popular son of his father has found 
anything that will rank with “Lord Chumley.” 

“The construction of the piece is a surprise in 
gome ways, and, it must beadmitted, not always a 
happy one,” writes Willie Winter. ‘This is the 
impression especially at the end, where the cur- 
tain fallson a simple and quiet scene, pretty 
enough in itself, but quite without climax and 
leaving the feeling that there ought to be 
something more or else not quite so much. ‘The 
story might easily be finished in the previous 
scene and this one seems added purely to tell 
what happened afterward, though, after all, it 
faiis to tellit. Besides, the second act needs a 
good deal of cutting in the early part of it, though 
the end of 1t is perhaps better than the end of the 
last. There is no intention to imply that the piece 
is =.-: altogether lacking in strong and 
commendable features. Some of the _ sit- 
uations are well conceived and are 
clothed in good language and there are op- 
portunities for good acting. The whoie of the first 
act, too, shows careful management and thought- 
fully considered dialogue, and it gives promise of 
amoreevenly balanced and a better centered 
whole than the other acts are able to fulfil. 

“This for the construction of the play ; of the de- 
yelopment of certain characters better things can 
be said. The most conspicuous, of course, is the 
one assumed by Mr. Sothern, Allen Rollitt... He 
is a poor farmer of Devonshire, who suddenly 
finds himself in possession of a fortunes of £200,900. 
He has become fascinated by the charms ofan ad- 
vyenturess, who finds it necessary, or at least con- 
venient to gain money for her wicked husband 
and father, at the expense of the unhappy young 
man’s peace of mind, heart and bank account..To 
gay that the once merry yeomen is wretched in the 
very possession of wealth and the duties that it 
imposes, even aside from the wilcs of villains, 15 
expressing it mildly, but with all the whimsical 
woes of a countryman trying to follow London 
fashions, there is an undercurrent, which finally 
breaks out full and strong, of longing for the old 
home and simple life, of love forthe mother who 
is waiting for the return of herson, and of true 
though unrecognized affection for the true girl 
who loved him when he seemed lost to her, an af- 
fection that, in the end, brings him to her side, 1t 
is to be supposed, though the end of the piece 
does not distinctly show it. 

‘‘Next in interest to the leading character of the 
piece are those of the two women who are most 
promingnt, the country sweetheart and the city 
adventhress. They are strongly and often finely 
drawn |and sharply contrasted. The one is a 
woman (of radiant beauty of theskin deep sort, who 
never had a real love, who never had a principle, 
and who never seemed to have a conscience until 
it was awakened to a sort of half life by her feel- 
ing, not of love, even now, for her victim, but of 
respect and honor. Here, then she shows the bet- 
ter qualities that bad people on the stage so often 
have, and not being altogether so black within as 
she was fair without, she confesses her former 
pertidy to her victim and saves him from further 
harm. The country girl is also not a stranger on 
the stage. She has the beauty that is deeper than 
the skin, and is the hetter the deeper it gces. She 
is patient in waiting for her truant lover,she hides 
his affection when itis not well that he should 
know of it, and she is ready to welcome him with 
the warmth of a true devotion if he will but come 
back to her. There have been many such as she 
onjthe stage, in fiction and in real life. The in- 
terest here is the comparison of her nature with 
that of her rival, whois her opposite in almost 
every possible way, and both parts are the more 
acceptable from the fact that neither of them oc- 
cupies the chief plaee in the story, or exacts the 
largest share of sympathy. 

“Mr. Sothern’s performance of his part, requir- 
ing, as it does, much nicity of discernment for its 
possibilities, and a finely trained skill in realizing 
them, is the chief source of pleasure and the finest 
dramatic study that the piay offers. The actor’s 
presentation of his part shows, like all that he 
does, the instincts and methods,.of a true artist. 
It is consistent, fine, even and true, and it rises at 
times to conspicuous heights of dramatic force.” 


The statement that “Shenandoah,” whith was 
burned out in the McVicker’s theatre fire Tuesday 
morning, was played Tuesday night at the Audi- 
torium means more than its face reveals. It not 
only asserts the enterprise and zeal of the “Shen- 
andoah”’ management, but shows what determina- 
tion and effort can accomplish. When Al Hay- 
man, who is in Chicago, learned of the destruc- 
tion of the theater, he immediately telegraphed to 
Charies Frohman. here, saying that immediate 
steps would be taken to obtain a theater for that 
night’s performance—the 100th in Chicago. 

There was a sale of $1,800 in tickets,and it was a 
matter of pride with the management to give the 
100th performance. Mr.Hayman could find nothing 
but the Auditorium theater into which he could 
gain entrance. That was in the bands of painters 
and plasterers, with the new decorations unfin- 
fished, the stage draperies down and packed 
away, and the whole place a perfect forest of 
rough scaffolding. Not only this, but the men 
who were vested with authority to give the use 
of the theater were away from Chicago. 

Mr. Peck, president of the Auditorium Associa- 
tion, was at Block Island, and Milward Adams, 
manager of the Auditorium, was in New York. 
Mr. Peck’s consent was obtained by “8 p. m.,; Mr. 
Acdams’s a few minutes after5 p.m, An immense 
force of men was employed to clear the house,and 
at the usual hour the performance was given.

this fall. Herrmann is grizzled, dark mysterious ; 
Kellar, blond, handsome, youthful looking ; Herr- 
mann invests his savingsin real estate, Kellar 
his in bank stock; Herrmann says Kellar can’t 
hold a candle to him, while Kellar says he knows 
Herrmann is ‘‘not in it,” and all the while each 
Smiles and the magical war goes on.

‘THE STATE GEOLOGISTS. 
Dr. Spencer at Work in Polk County and 
the Others on the Kiver. 


The state geologists have been hard at work 
for the past month. 


| Survey in Polk county. 

Professor E. T. Whatley and Professor C. C, 
Anderson, and the assistants, started on the 
10th of July at the northern line of Campbell 
county and have gone through Campbell, 
Heard and Coweta, and are now in ‘Troup, 
opposite LaGrange. They. have followed the 
Chattahoochee river, establishing a base 
line, trayeling along the east bank 
of the river. Professor Whatley has 

} been making a geological cross 


| section, classifying the minerals, soils, timber 


belts, etc. Prof. Anderson has. made aspe- 
 ¢ialty..of the hydrographieal features of the 
; Survey ; measuring the water power at various 
points in the river. This information is of 
great value to prospective manufacturers. 

Mineral specimens have been carefully col- 
lected, and the display of them at the capitol 
will some day be very valuable. Some of the 
most valuable minerals foundare magnetic 
iron ore, graphite, deposits of kaeolin, and 
kyanite, all of which are found in Heard 
county. 

The lIrydrographic work is particularly in- 
teresting. At each shoal the volume of 
the river is calculated, the velocity 
and the fall. From these three 
factors, the horse power is calculated. 

Suggestions are made, accompanying these 
data, for the utilizing of the water power. 

Professor Whatley and Professor Anderson 
will go on down the river together to Colum- 

us. 

From Columbus Professor Whatley and 
State Geologist Smith, of Alabama, will go 
down the river together in a boat, carrying the 
base line to the Florida boundary. 

- In most states during the progress of such 
work, monthly bulletins are issued ; just as is 
done by the department of agriculture. 

The appropriation forthis year is too small, 
however, to pay for the publication.

INTERESTING GOSSIP ON FASHIONS. 


Ziow Americans Are Treated and Some of 
the Weird Stories They Tell--French 
Women and French Men Discussed.

IT had a delightful chat the other day with 
an artist friend, who returned two months ago 
from a year’s study in Paris, where she had, 
of course, the most interesting experiences. 
Her most intimate friends and associates were 
American artists, who had been living some 


years abroad. 
“Jt’s funny,” she said, “how many unbreak- 


able laws in regard to dressand etiquette there 


are in Paris—unbreakable to Parisians, at 


least, but excusable in American girls. The 
American girl can do anything without cen- 
sure; she is simply an American. That ex- 
plains everything. Immediately upon my 
arrival, however, a young artist, @ cousin of 
‘my chaperone, took, me in charge and insisted 
that I must have a black dress. ; 

‘‘‘No woman,’ he said, ‘is without a black 
dress in Paris.’ 

“7 hated black, but I bought one at his 
solicitation-and I finally grow to wear it on the 
street mofe than any other.” 

“And they don’t wear light colors at all on 
the street?’’ I asked. 
~'*Not at all walking. The women walking 
on Broadway looked so gaudy after the Paris- 
gan women, who wear black principally for the 
street and other very dark colors, the dresses 
made extremely simple. The carriage cos- 
tumes are, of course, elegant, and one sees 
Jadies occasionaliy promenading and chatting 
together in the Bois de Boulogne, but their car-

riages are waiting near by. 
seeing gor- 


he salon was the day for 
geous dressing. The toilets were 
simply ravishing—demi-toilets, of course, 
but as gorgeous in their way as full dress robes. 
It seemed to me that day that nearly every- 
thing was dahlia or heliotrope. These colors 
in every enchanting shade prevailed, and then 
tie hats and bonnets—they were dreams of love- 
liness. There’s nothing of medium size worn 
now upon the head. Everything is either very 
large or very small,and some of the little 
crowns women wear upon full dress occasions 
dowt deserve to be dignified as bonnets. A 
small wire to fit the shape of the head, velvet 
in two contrasting shades twisted round it, 
some stiff loops of velvet or ribbon to give it 
dignity and narrow velvet strings,—this is the 
Parisienve’s favorite bonnet for driving and 
theatre. Thetrimming of hats and bonnets 
is placed behind and in front, and the hats are 
simply charming with their low crowns 
and broad brims. There’s lots of tulle 
among them, which gives a charming 
suggestion of clouds and angels, when the 
wearers are as lovely as most French women.”’ 

“And you were not disappointed in Frengh 
women ?”’ 

‘‘Noindeed. Perhapsthey wouldn’t be 80 at- 
tractive if they had bad taste, but just as there’s 
no art save French art, so there’s no dressing 
like the dressing of a Parisienne. Other 
women may have all their clothes made in 
Paris, but they don’t look like a French 
woman when they put the garmentson.- No 
woman wears her gowns with the artistic grace 
of a French woman.’’ 

“What did you find the newest things in 
Paris fashion ?’’ 

“The most noticeable thing is the great 
plainness of the skirts, and the elaborate trim- 
ming of the. waist. Everything 
in the way of __—i ~puffings, pleat- 
ing, laces, etc. is expended upon 
the waists while skirt draperies are made in 
their plainkess. An old and very pretty 
fashion just come back with favor is the 
resthetic ruffle—you remember the three-inch 
box-pleated ruffle caught in the middle that 
was worn some five years ago. They are the 
rage now for plain skirts and are-lovely for 
light muslins and diaphanous evening fabrics. 
They are put asa finish to the very stylish 
piain skirts made entirely without fullness in 
front and pleated in the back. Wethink we 
find things cheap in America, but they. cost a 
fortune compared with Paris prices. Of course 
One can pay a fortune for things there, but 
there really are so many elegant things to be 
bought for a song. The loveliest shoes and 
gloves cost almost nothing. I brought over 
several boxes of exquisite undressed kid 
mousquetaire gloves in all the fashionab!e 
shades, and just guess what they cost! Why, 
25 cents a pair. Think of that, when one 
can’t clothe one’s hands the least decently 
here for less than $1.50.’ 

“Did you admire French men as much as 
you did French women ?”’ 

“No, I couldn’t bear them. They are so 
stupid, so silly. They—but thisis true of all 
foreigners—never seem to know how to takea 
joke. They take everything seriously and 
regard. the American girl as a rather danger- 
ous curiosity, liable to go off at any moment 
into the most unaccountable conduct.. En- 
glishmen are the same way. I met some very 
pleasant ones, and others utter dunces. .What 
comical-looking creatures they are, with trou- 
sers like divided skirtsand loud as circus 
horse blankets, little sack coats tightly but- 
toned, low crowned stiff hats, 
and huge canes with knobs _ the 
size of acannon ball. They invariably suck 
the knobs. Now, you’d think Englishmen 
ought to know more about America than any 
other Europeans, but they don’t. 

“They could never understand where I came 
from. They haven’t the least idea what the 
south means. WhenI copied in the Louvre 
these English folks would stop and ask me all 
sorts of questions. They’d first remark: 

‘**You are an American, I suppose ?’ 

‘Yes.’ 

‘From New York?’ 

‘No.’ 

‘From Boston ?’ 

‘No, from the south.’ 

‘Ah, yes, from South America?’ 

‘No, from the southern states.’ 

‘Oh! From Mexico?’ 

‘No—then I’d try to explain, but all of no 
avail. Tothem our southern land with its 
traditions, its aristocracy, its romance, its dis- 
tinctive customs has no meaning. One day 
an Englishwoman stopped forachat. She was 
eager to hear, and enthusiastic about America. 
‘Do tell me,’ she said, ‘do you all ride those 
frightful fast horses like Colonel Cody ?’ 

** ‘Colonel Cody,’ I said vaguely. 

** *You must know him—Buffalo Bill?’ 

‘Oh, yes; noI don’t know him, but you 
don’t think his horses are fast, do you? Why 
you don’t know anything (this with a sweeping 
gesture with my paint brush). His horses are 
tame, you see he had to tame them to carry 
them around. The horses we ride in America 
are frightfully wild. They fairly cut the 
wind, they go so fast. You see we go out on 
the plains and lasso them, jump on their bare 
back and ride furiously.’ 

“The woman gazed upon me with mingled 
awe and admiration. This story was more 
wonderful than the reality of Colonel William 
Cody and his Wild West show. I really think 


| her husband’s sister, I think. Isball never 
forget my first view of her. Sheis a woman 
to make an impression without being known. 
I found myself behind two ladies, and the 
shortest one had a fluffy mass of curly, yellow 
hair so looseiy pinned that it looked asif it 
would fall down every minute. She 
wore a loose-fitting, wine-colored ulster 
down to her heels, and upon the 
golideri head was perched a lovely. Paris 
bonnet. The neck was short, and the 
head, while not drooping, was carried de- 
cidedly forward. As I saw the face, there 
was an impression of a pairof dazzling sapphire 
eyes under straight, dark brows, full, crimson 
lips and a wonderful skin, white as milk, with 
brilliant color. Of course, I recognized 
Amelie Rives.”’ 

“And what do they say of her art in Paris?” 

“I don’t know that she has made any im- 
pression yet. Everybody thought she'd try to 
have a picture hung, but she has not. Of 
course she could on account of her reputation 
in other ways, even if she was not a great 
artist. She makes. many friends. All her 
fellow-students like her. They find her sim- 
ply, modest and unaffected, ‘just as if she’d 
‘never done anything,’ they say. She says she 
is greatly annoyed by people; that nobody 
seems to respect her rights to privacy as an in- 
dividual. They say she lives in a royal way, 
that her apartments are eastern in their ele- 
gance and splendor. They say that she brought 
he: old black negro mammy across the waters 
with her and that this 
woman looks after her as if she 
a baby. 

‘‘The mention of a servant brings me to one 
of the oldest customs in Paris—that is the 
placid wayin which all the working people 
dispose of their children. The baker’s wife 
opposite us had twins. In two weeks they 
were sentinto the country, and the woman 
was up again at her place behind the counter. 
Our concierge appeared one day with a lovely 
young child of three. 

** ‘Whose is it?’ I asked. 

“ ‘Mine,’ was the reply. 
her from the country.’ 

‘They send their children out of the city to 
be raised on a baby farm likea lot of young 
co)ts. ’ 

‘An unnatural sort of way to do, this 
would seem to American parents, 
yet if working people in cities were 
willing to part with their children in order 
that they might leada healthy country life, 
it would be much better for the childron.”’ 

My friend went on after this to speak of 
French art: “‘but,”’ she said, ‘‘who can convey 
an idea of it? Itis impossible to tell of art 
impressions as one feels them.”’ 

Agreeing with her, I have given the gossipy 
part of our chat, and left untouched the theme 


we both regard as sacred.

THE VETERANS’ HOME. 


Returning from Chautauqua, New York, 
last Wednesday morning, I found a copy of 
THE CONSTITUTION in Chattanooga, and read 
Judge W. L. Calhoun’s letter and the com- 
ments of THE ConsTITUTION. The question 
was raised as to how the Veterans’ Home, now 
néaring completion, was to be supported. The 
words of Judge Calhoun with the accompan- 
ing comments, startedgggd reflections in my 
mind. 

In July I visited the Soldiers’ Home in 
Minnesota, situated in a beautiful wood, over- 
looking the celebrated Minnehaha falls, made 
memorable by Longfellow’s verse. There 
under the trees is alarge tract of land set apart 
for the veterans who fought on the union side 
of the war. The soldiers leisurely stroll over 
the grounds, or wander under the shade beside 
the clear, crystal waters that pour down the 
Minnehaha falls. They talk to strangers 
and tell thrilling stories of their exploits and 
“at plete during the dark days of the dread- 

lconflict. They look reposeful and happy, 
and have the serene composure that is begot- 
ten of a home for life secured, besides the love 
of their people. People make pilgrimages to 
the home, and take pains to let the old 
soldiers know that they have a warm place in 
their hearts. Little girls ~ bouquets on the 
lappels of the blue coats of the weary old vet- 
erans. One cannot resist the impression that 
the ple are really making pets of the union 
soldiers.. Words of praise and appreciation 
fall day by day upon their ears. 

When passing through - Dayton, O., 
last Tuesday, I thought of the 
lovely Soldier’s Home there. Six 
hundred and forty acres of land are laid off in 
walks and covered with grass. Fountains play. 
The rarest flowers are there, Birds arein the 
trees. It is kept like Central park, New York. 
Besides all the attractions of natural 
scenery, animals, birds and flowers, 
they have -a library and theate- 
and every thing to make the lives of the soldr 
iers happy. 

On last Saturday I was at Chautauqua, N. 
Y. It was warday. The grounds were filled 
with the union veterans from the surrounding 
ing states.{ Governor Beaver, of Pen- 
sylvania, and General Charkson, « of 
New York, and Judge. Tourgee, of 
Mayville, and others spoke. The soldiers 
marched around the grounds under the music 
of fife and drum. The people praised and ap- 
plauded them on all sides. One woman 
marched beside her husband, seem- 
ingly just to get a little of 
the honor that was ibeing 80 
lavishly bestowed on the veterans, and to let 
the crowd know that she was a veteran’s wife. 
After what I had seen of veterans’ homes and 
well-kept cemeteries and war days, and heard 
of praise for the union soldiers, I took up THE 
CoNSTITUTION and soon came to the article 
mentioned. 

That it should be necessary to raise the ques- 
tion, as to the home’s support, and make the 
impression that it was serious and doubtful, 
was to me, curious and astonishing. _ Braver, 
nobler men never followed a flag than the 
southern soldiers. 

They go about us toda 
empty sleeves Many o 
unable to earn a living by the exposure and 
privations of the war. They appeal to our 
pity and sense of fairness and honor. No pen- 
sions can come to them, no national aid. It 
does seem that our state. legislature 

take this home and make 
institution. It is proper 
that those who are entrusted with the man- 
agement of the affairs of our. Soldiers’ 
Home, should resist every unn 
demand for ublic money. Every 
laudable effort should be made to reduce 
taxes, instead of increasing them. But how 
can our people afford to practice the economy 
in the expenditure of public money, that is 
demanded on all sides, on the one home in 
Georgia where the r, disabled, worn-out 
soldier can spend ip his declining 
years? These men fought for principles that 
were dearer to them than their own lives. The 
plea of poverty might be urged,if money was 
asked for any other institution. But it not 
in accordance with the patriotic sentiment, for 
which the southern people have always been 
noted, to plead poVerty, when support G oakad 
for such a cause as this. for me to 
believe that there will be a_ single 
member of the legislature who will 
vote against giving this home a generous sup- 
port. e resent, from one end of the south 
to the other, the words of a man who goes 
north to discredit, and discount our civi 
tion. But it does seem to me that the man 
who would vote in our state legislature 
against supporting the Confederate Vet- 
erans’ ome, would discount and 
discredit southern sentiment, and southern 
conceptions, as no one by mere words could. 
It would be a practical and ble declara- 
tion that the disabled soldiers who f t on 
the southern side of the war did not have a 
cause dear enough to their countrymen to en- 
title them to the boon of food and shelter. 
Thus no distinction would be made between 
them and common paupers. Such a vote 
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WILL BRING THE PEOPLE BACK TO 
TOWN.

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FBOM MAJOR BLACKNALTE. _ 


He Writes a Card Explaining an Unpleasant 

& Occurrence. 
There appeared in THe CONSTITUTION on the 
morning of the 27th, an article relative to the littie 
trouble between myself ani Mr. H. T. Jenkins, of 
Henderson, N.C. 
I thought I would let it pass, as I dislike news- 
paper notoriety ; but in justice to myself there are 
some explanations necessary. On January last 
Messrs. Dangerfield & Jenkins, manufacturers of 
sinoking tobacco, in Henderson, N. C., made a con- 
tract with me to handle their goods, in connection 
with the goods of Messrs. G. W. Gail & Ax, of 
Baltimore, Md., I having the southern agency of 
their goods. We made the following contract, 
written up by Colonel W. W. Lambden, of West 
End, and signed by Messrs. Dangerfield & Jenkins 
and myself, of which all parties have copies: 
The substance of the contract was this: I was 
to have sold of their two brands of smoking 
tobacco, “Clear the Track” and “Golden Hut,” 
150,000 pounds each, during the year 1890, for;which 
they were to pay me $12,000, in payments of $1,000 
per month; but I did not, by the contract, agree 
to sell any stated quantity in any stated time, 
only the 300,000 pounds during the year; and 
before I put my men on the goods, I particularly 
stated to Messrs. Dangerfield & Jenkins, that 
their goods were never on the market, and even 
the short time they had been on, the price had 
been badly cut, and it would take at least three 
or four months to get the goods under way, 80 
that it would be impossible for me to make the 
proportionable monthly sales for the first five or 
six months, but that I would guarantee to 
have the fuilamount sold during the year, and 
at the same time stated to them that I 
would manage their goods as I had successfully 
done with the Bull Durham tobacco for ten years, 
and was then and am now doing with Messrs. G. 
W. Gail & Ax’s goods, that was, to ship ahead to 
first-class wholesale houses, say 1,000 pounds, and 
have it ready for my men to work off and send in 
orders for the goods. That was fully talked and 
agreed upon, and I shipped five or six thousand 
pounds in that way to such houses as W. A. Rus- 
sell, Harralson Bros. & Co., of Atlanta; Savannah 
Grocery Company, of Savannah; W. F. Vandiver 
& Co., Montgomery, Ala.; Keeble Grocery Com- 
pany, Selma, Ala.; and Jones & Sibley, Mobile, all 
number one honses, and the goods safe in their 
hands, and shipped to be paid for to 
Messrs. Dangerfield & Jenkins when sold. 
Mr. Jenkins makes it appear in 
his statement. thatI received or collected 
on those shipments $2,600; not one cent did I ever 
collect from those parties or any one else on his 
account. Every dollarlever received from this 
firm was the three first payments to pay my six 
men, and I had them on his goods four months, 
but I never reached one-tenth of the territory, as 
I had planned to go to Arkansas and Texas and I 
would have been compelled to have 
shipped at least 10,000 pounds ahead 
of my men, or the trip would have 
-been in vain. Mr. Jenkins’s goods have merit, and 
could be sold largely, but we differed in the mode 
of placing them, and I have often had as much as 
40,000 pounds of Bull Durham out in the same way 
asI placed Mr. Jenkin’s goods, and often 
jt would be twelve months before they were sold 
and paid for, as the wholesale trade will testify to, 
and everything worked well, and all my transac- 
tions with the Blackwell Durham Tobacco Com- 
pany, amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, were entirely satis ip ig whieh the en- 
tize firm will gladly testify to. am now work- 
ing four men on Messrs. G. W. Gail& Ax’s goods, 
and placing them, when necessary, the same way, 
and all works well. If I, according to our written 
and signed contract, am indebted to Mr. Jenkins 
one dollar, Iam only ready and too willing to pay 
him. All this, to me very un pleasant, occurrence 
was caused by, It might say, a too 
hasty reply to Mr. Jenkins. He met me 
on the street and in a conversation remarked, 
“Major, did you not tell me that ” aid Mr. 
Barrett (one of the menI then had selling Mr. 
Jenkins’s goods) a salary.” 1 said yes I pay all my 
men a stated monthly salary—give them checks 
on James’s bank, first of every month for their 
salaries. Mr. Jenkins then rémarked: ‘You 
didn’t pay Mr. Barretta salary. He told me that 
you paid him only a commission to sell my — 
anatold himto tell me that he was getting a 
salary, but at the same time, he was only getting 
a commission.” I remarked that it could not 
possibly be so, that Mr. Barrett would make such 
an untruthful statement, as I aid him 
$100 per month, through James’s bank and 
had in my possession then all the checks en- 
dorsed by Mr. Barrett, and on that I became some- 
what excited and made a rather harsh remark. 
Mr. Jenkins resented it by striking at me, and 
my sons stepped between and received the blow. 
I never touched Mr. Jenkins nor did he me. The 
matter lays between Mr. Jenkins and Mr, Barrett. 
The latter came in the city during thé trial and 
said he never made the above statement to Mr. 
Jenkins. I very much regret the unpleasant 
occurrence. I have noill feeling in the mat- 
ter toward any one. My former dealings 
for over twenty-five years with the largest 
and best houses in the United States, to the 
amount, I might correctly state of millions of 
dollars, is my reference as tomy transaction, in 
every particular. eitpaapasns
